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(Aunt  Lisboth)  fifth  child  and  fourth  daughter 
of  Johann  Wilhelm  Schoid  and  his  wifo  Elisabeth 
Cathcrino  Crocelius  Schoid,  -was  born  in  Hcringon,  Duchy  of  Nas¬ 
sau,  Germany,  Sopt.  7,  1825.  Her  monument  in  the  Hunts  CornGrs 
ccmotcry  givos  the  birthdato  as  Sept.  15.  Perhaps  one  is  the 
birthday  and  the  other  the  baptismal  date. 

Sho  attondod  the  village  school  and  was  confirmed  in  the 
villago  church  which  at  that  time  had  already  become  the  Evan¬ 
gelical  or  State  church  of  Nassau.  In  1849  she  emigrated  with 
her  paronts  t  o  America. 

She  was  not  a  robust  birl,  but  very  ambitious,  energetic, 
and  was  so  industrious  that  she  felt  she  was  wn sting  valuablo 
time  if  3ho  was  not  occupied  always  with  useful  work.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  story  illustrates  this  trait  of  character.  It  was  in  her 
youth  the  custom  for  all  farms  in  the  villago  to  start  reaping 
their  grain  or  mowing  their  hay  on  the  same  day,  and  only  after 
the  village  mayor  had  given  the  signal.  One  year  when  this  sig¬ 
nal  was  soundod  in  the  early  morning,  Lisbeth  rushed  with  her 
sickle  out  to  the  fields  where  some  of  her  father’s  farm  was 
scattered  among  the  fields  of  other  farmers.  She  started  reap¬ 
ing  the  grain,  but  it  was  not  until  noon  that  she  discovered 
that  she  had  boon  reaping  in  the  field  of  another 'farmer. 

In  America  she  at  one  time  worked  in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  in 
a  restaurant  or  hotel,  as  a  cook,  ■where  she  alternated  shifts 
in  a  vory  hot  kitchen  with  rests  in  a  cool  place,  and  this 
seemed  to  have  ruined  hor  health  to  some  extent. 

In  the  early  summer  of  1855  she  caught  a  severe  cold  which 
she  did  not  properly  care  for  and  which  developed  into  what 
they  called  "^uick  consumption"  but  which  likely  was  pneumonia, 
and  died  May  30,  1855,  agod  29  years. 

It  is  remembered  by  one  of  her  nieces  that  she  was  engaged 
to  a  young  man  by  the  name  of  Charley  Frey  at  the  time  of  her 
death.  There  was  no  church  cemetery  at  Pontiac  at  this  time, 
and  she  is  buried  bo side  her  father  who  had  died  throe  years 
previously,  in  the  Hunts  Corners  cemetery,  whore  a  mar bio 
slab  now  cemented  face  up  in  a  base  in  the  ground,  boars  the 
following  inscription*

the  sixth  child  and  fifth  daughter  of  Johann  Wilhelm 
Scheid  and  his  wife  Elisabeths  Catherine  Crecelius 
Scheid,  was  born  March  8,  1828,  in  Heringen,  Duchy  of  Nassau, 
Germany. 

This  is  the  year  in  which  the  great  Austrian  composer,  Franz 
Schubert,  occurred,  and  the  year  before  Andrew  Jackson  became 
president  of  the  United  States,  and  two  years  before  Belgium 
revolted  from  Holland  and  became  an  independent  nation.  Her 
birth  year  also  marked  the  year  in  which  Josua  Stegemann  wrote 
the  hymn,  "Abide  with  us.  Lord  Jesus."  The  following  year  Reg¬ 
inald  Heber  wrote  the  majestic  "Holy,  Holy,  Holy,"  and  four 
years  before  her  birth  Samuel  Francis  Smith  had  written  America , 
"My  Country,  ’tis  of  Thee  I  Sing,"  the  national  hymn  of  the 
country  -which  was  to  be  her  own.  new  homeland  twenty-one  years 
later. 

She  received  the  schooling  of  the  rural  German  girl  in  the 
village  and  was  confirmed  in  the  State  Church  of  the  Duchy  of 
Nassau.  In  1849  she  emigrated  with  her  parents  and  family  to 
America,  locating  upon  a  farm  near  Pontiac,  Peru  township,  Huron 
county,  Ohio.  She  lived  with  her  parents  until  her  marriage  to 
Heinrich  Phillip  Rau  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  1853,  oh  Feb.  12, 
in  Norwalk,  Huron  county,  Ohio,  by  Rev.  Vinceus  Klein,  pastor 
of  the  Lutheran  Church  which  had  been  organized  there  in  185l« 
Heinrich  Philipp  Rau  was  also  born  in  Heringen,  Germany, 

Jan.  26,  1827,  the  son  of  Peter  Rau  and  his  wife  Elisabethe 
Nahm  Rau,  the  widow  of  Johann  Jakob  Holzhauserr  He  came  to 
America  in  1851.  His  mother  died  in  Germany  in  1858,  and 
later  his  father  came  to  America  and  made  his  home  with  the 
son  until  his  death.  His  h-ilf  sister  Elisabethe  Christiana 
Jakobine  Holzhauser,  married  Heinrich  Karl  August  Scheid,  the 
duoal  magistrate  in  Heringen  at  that  time.  He  was  the  young¬ 
est  brother  of  our  first  American  g  randfather.  His  full 
sister  married  a  Johann  Yfilhe  1m  Scheid  in  Germany,  who  was 
a  brother  of  the  August  Christian  Scheid  who  came  to  America 
at  the  time  Anna  Kftbeler  Linder  did. 

Heinrich  Philipp  Rau  was  a  cabinet  maker  by  trade,  and 
after  his  marriage  resided  In  Sandusky,  Ohio,  where  he  was 
employed  at  the  Mad  River  Railroad  Shops.  Here  he  and  his 
wife  joined  the  Zion  Lutheran  church  which  had  been  organized 
in  1852,  and  here  their  three  oldest  children  were  born.' 
Later,  in  1862,  they  rmrchased  a  farm  in  Oxford  township, 

Erie  county,  Ohio,  and  Mr.  Rau  became  a  farmer.  In  this  home 
three  other  children  were  born  to  them.  In  1865  they  sold 
this  farm  and  bought  another  near  Union  Corners,  in  Huron 
township,  which  then  became  their  permanent  family  home c 

During  the  same  j^ar,  1865,  the  St.  John's  Lutheran  church 
of  Union  Corners  was  organized  by  Rev.  J.  G.  Lehrer  of  San¬ 
dusky,  Ohio,  on  Oct.  13,  in  the  district  schoolhouse  located 
there.  The  history  of  this  congregation  states  that  Hoinrich

Philipp  Rau,  who  had  become  a  charter  member  here,  was  one 
of  tho  first  three  trustees  chosen,  and  when  the  full  vestry 
was  made  up  he  was  one  of  the  first  deacons.  In  1868  the 
church  building  was  erected  beside  the  schoolhouse  on  a  cross 
road  intersection  one- half  mile  from  their  home.  The  place 
to  this  day  is  known  as  Union  Corners  because  of  the  juncturo 
of  fbur  townships  in  Erie  county  at  this  spot:  Huron,  ]P5erkins, 
Oxford  and  Milan, 

This  congregation  was  a  part  of  a  group  of  German  people 
served  by  Rev,  G.  J,  Lehrer  out  of  Sandusky  at  the  close  of 
the  Civil  War  at  a  preaching  station  in  "Merry’s"  school 
house  in  Oxford  township,  the  services  being  open  to  all 
evangelical  Christians,  Yfhen  the  need  of  a  new  place  of  wor¬ 
ship  arose,  a  meeting  to  consider  the  building  of  a  church  re 
vealed  that  all  the  people  were  not  of  the  same  persuasion 
doctrinally,  some  holding  to  the  Lutheran  teachings  and  some 
to  the  Reformed,  with  the  result  that  the  Lutherans  went  to 
Union  corners  schoolhouse  to  worship  and  to  organize  a  con¬ 
gregation,  while  the  Reformed  element  remained  and  organized 
an  Evangelical  congregation  which  has  had  a  healthy  and  pros¬ 
perous  growth  up  to  the  present  time.  Rev.  William  Schmogrow 
who  served  the  St,  Peter’s  congregation  at  Pontiac  became 
the  first  regular  pastor  at  Union  Corners  from  1866  to  1873, 
followed  by  Rev,  A.  C,  Ulrich  to  1889.  .In  October,  1913, 
the  congregation’s  frame  church  was  burned  down  and  in  1915 
a  beautiful  new  stone  church  was  dedicated, 

Heinrich  Philipp  Rau  was  about  six  feet  tall  and  a  deep¬ 
ly  religious  man,  honest,  always  keeping  his  word,  and  was  a 
good  provider.  He  was  most  particular  about  his  personal 
appearance  and  loved  music.  He  died  Nov,  10,  1900,  and  is 
buried  in  the  Union  Corners  church  cemetery  one-half  mile 
south  of  the  church  on  the  Milan  road, 

Catherine  Scheid  Kau  was  a  very  religious  woman,  an  excellent 
and  ambitious  housekeeper  and  a  fine  mother.  She  was  methodical 
in  all  her  work  and  painstakingly  trained  her  daughters  in  all 
the  arts  of  good  housekeeping.  She  was  an  ideal  farmer’ s  wife 
as  she  really  loved  the  farm,  and  always  had  a  most  beautiful 
and  well  cared  for  garden,  both  for  vegetables  and  lovely  flow¬ 
ers.  She  had  a  strong  aversion  toward  the  color  of  yellow,  es¬ 
pecially  in  dresses  and  flowers,  this  color  signifying  "false¬ 
hood"  against  which  her  honest  spirit  rebelled.  She  even  for¬ 
bade  yellow  flowers  ever  to  be  placed  on  her  grave. 

She  too  was  a  charter  member  of  St,  John’s  Lutheran  church 
and  all  her  lifetime  set  a  good  example  for  her  family,  inasmuch 
as  she  "practiced  what  she  preached,"  She  presided  over  a  most 
hospitable  home  and  delighted  in  nothing  more  than  to  prepare  big 
company  dinners  and  to  invite  her  relatives  and  friends  to 
share  them  with  her.  Her  spare  time  was  always  scent  in  reading. 
Next  to  her  Bible  she  loved1  and  mead  .a  book  by  the  name  of  "Das 
Wahre  C hr i stent hum,"  True  Christianity,  a  iOQO-page  book  pub¬ 
lished  in  Philadelphia,  and  now  in  the  oossession  of  her  daugh¬ 
ter,  Mrs,  Lisette  Rau  Jarrett ..  This  book -was  begun  by  Johann 
Arndt  in  Germany  in  1606,  a'nd  consisted  of  daily  devotions  and 
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meditations  and  prayers  and  of  lessons  on  doctrinal  and  prac¬ 
tical  Christianity.  It  -was  a  book  that  nourished  the  spiritual 
life  of  the  German  Christians  in  the  terrible  days  of  the  Thirty 
Years  War  and  the  miserable  100  years  of  recovery  that  followed. 
It  was  a  standard  book  used  by  pious  German  families  in  Germany 
and  in  America  in  their  family  worship  and  their  private  devo- 
t i ons . 

In  her  girlhood  days  in  Germany  Gathering  Scheid  &au  was  her 
mother's  special  helper  in  caring  for  her  youngest  brother  Jo¬ 
hann  Christian,  who  remained  a  favorite  with  h^r  family  for  many 
years  afterward. 

In  her  old  age  she  was  cared  for  by  her  daughter  Auguste  in 
the  old  homsestead,  and  at  the  age  of  83  she-  died,  August  7, 
1911,  and  is  buried  beside  her  husband  in  the  Union  Corners 
church  cemetery.

WILHELMINE  KATHERINE  RAU  ZORN 

first  child  and  first  daughter  of  Maria  Cath¬ 
erine  Scheid  Rau  and  her  husband  Heinrich 
Philipp  Rau,  was  born  August  29,  1855,  in  Sandusky,  Erie  county, 
Ohio,  with  a  stillborn  twin  brother.  She  was  baptized  by  the

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Lutheran  pastor  of  Zion  church  in  Sandusky,  Ohio,  Rev*  Soidel, 
Hor  oarents  moved  to  Oxford  township,  Erie  county,  Ohio,  in 
1862,  purchasing  a  75-acro  farm  formerly  belonging  to  Orin  Paul. 
She  attended  the  common  schools  of  the  township, 

known  as  "Merry’s  School",  whore  a  preaching  station  had  also 
been  started  by  Rov.  J.  G.  Lehrcr  of  Sandusky.  In  1869  she  was 
confirmed  by  Rov,  William  Schmogrow  of  tho  Union  Corners  St. 
John’s  Lutheran  church.  She  assisted  hor  parents  in  the  homo 
until  her  17th  year  when,  on  Feb,  7,  1873,  she  was  married  to 
William  Heinrich  Zorn  by  Rev.  William  Schmogrow. 

William  Hc inrich  Zorn  was  born  Jan.l,  1944,  in  Muders- 
hausen,  Duchy  of  Nassau,  Germany,  a  little  south  of  the  an¬ 
cestral  villages  of  the  Scheids.  His  father,  Johann  Phil¬ 
ipp  Zorn,  was  bora  inl805  and  his  mother  Katherine  Margaret 
Biebrichcr  Zorn  in  1810.  At  eight  years  of  age  he  sailed 
with  his  parents  for  North  America,  being  on  the  ocean  49 
days,  landing  in  the  new  country  June  5,  1852.  They  fol¬ 
lowed  the  usual  route  to  Sandusky,  Ohio,  and  from  there 
went  t'o  Green  Creek  township  in  Sandusky  county,  settling 
on  a  farm  during  the  same  year  in  the  Black  Swamp,  north¬ 
west  of  Fremont,  Ohio.  In  1858  he  was  confirmed  in  the 
Salem  Lutheran  church  near  Fremont,  located  at  what  is  now 
called  the  Four  Mile  House.  He  assisted  his  father  on  the 
farm  and  was  also  employed  by  other  farmers. 

He  came  to  Union  C0rners  where  he  was  for  a  number  of 
years  employed  by  William  Hart,  and  then  on  the  farm  of 
Heinrich  Philipp  Rau,  where  he  met  his  future  wife .  Before 
his  marriage  and  while  working  for  Mr.  Rau,  he  ourchased 
the  Jeffereys  farm  of  80  acres  one-half  mile  east  of  Un¬ 
ion  C0rners.  Upon  his  marriage  he  took  up  residence  there 
and  brought  his  aged  parents  from  Sandusky  county  to  live 
with  him.  The  father  died  in  1880  an^  the  mother  in  1884. 
Later  he  purchased  80  acres  adjoining  his  land,  the  Bohn 
farm. 

William  Zorn  continued  his  farming  activities  here  until 
his  untimely  death  Sept.  29,  1903,  the  result  of  an  accident 
in  which  the  handle  of  a  fork  penetrated  his  body  as  he  was 
attempting  to  make  his  way  over  a  fence  in  pursuit  of  stray¬ 
ing  cattle.  His  death  occurred  in  Lutheran  hospital,  Cleve¬ 
land,  Ohio,  16  days  later.  Hc  is  buried  in  the  Union  Corn¬ 
ers  church  cemetery  south  of  St.  John’s  church. 

William  Zorn  was  a  man  of  handsome  appearance,  short  in 
stature,  of  medium  wight,  with  dark  hair  and  mustache.  He 
was  of  even  temperament  and  of  good  habits.

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After  Mr.  Zorn’s  death,  and  two  older  sons  having  married  and 
left  home,  the  third  son  Albert  took  over  tho  management  of  the 
farm  for  his  mother  until  18  months  later  when  Mrs.  Zorn  died. 
May  12,  1905.  Grieving  over  the  tragic  death  of  her  husband, 
her  resistance  to  her  last  sickness  was  weakened,  causing  her 
to  succumb  to  an  oarly  death.  She  is  buried  beside  her  husband 
in  the  Union  Corners  church  cemetery. 

Minnie  Zorn,  as  she  was  known,  was  a  good  mother,  of  modest 
and  quiet  disposition,  patient  and  unassuming,  with  the  Scheid 
features.  The  Zorns  were  faithful  and  active  members  of  St. 
John’s  Lutheran  church  and  reared  their  children  in  the  faith 
and  piety  of  the  old  German  Christians. 


LOUIS  HENRY  ZORN 

was  the  first  child  and  first  son  of  Wilhe lmine  Katherine 
Rau  Zorn  and  her  husband  William  Heinrich  Zorn.  He  was  bom 
Nov.  6,  1873  on  the  Zorn  farm  near  Union  Corners,  Erie  county, 
Ohio.  He  attended  tho  grade  school  at  home.  In  his  youth  he  was 
confirmed  in  St.  John’s  Lutheran  church  of  Union  Corners  by 
Pastor  August  C.  Ulrich.  He  assisted  his  father  on  the  farm  un¬ 
til  his  marriage  on  March  24,  1897,  to  Miss  Martha  Opfermann 
by  Rev0  Nau,  pastor  of  the  Huron  Reformed  church. 

Martha  Opfermann  was  born  April  1,  1873,  on  a  farm  in 
'on' "tcwnsli ip”,  L r To  county,  Ohio,  the  daughter  of  Ceriacus  0p- 
ferman  who  was  born  in  1845  in  Hesse  Cassel,  one  of  the  four 
divisions  of  the  old  Hessian  Grand  Ducny  lying  next  to  tho 
Duchy  of  Nassau,  in  Germany.  At  the  age  of  14  he  emigrated 
to  this  country  in  order  to  evade  military  service.  He  was 
exnecting  to  be  with  an  older  brother  already  here,  but 
almost  upon  his  arrival  this  brother  contracted  typhoid 
fever  and  died,  leaving  the  young  immigrant  alone  in  a 
strange  new  land  at  that  tender  age. 

Mr.  Opfermannenlisted  in  the  Union  army  Jan.  29, 

1862,  was  mustered  into  service  at  Johnson’s  Island  in 
Lake  Erie  and  was  for  three  years  in  Company  B,  128th  Regi¬ 
ment,  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry.  His  assignment  was  guard 
duty  over  the  southern  prisoners  on  this  island,  mostly  of¬ 
ficers.  He  was  honorably  dischargedFsb.  28,  1865.  He 
then  reentered  Company  C,  5th  Regiment,  and  was  then  as¬ 
signed  to  various  duties  until  he  contracted  sickness  and 
was  again  honorably  discharged,  March  25,  1866. 

Martha  Opfermann’ s  mother,  Elizabeth  Kuhl,  bora  in  1849, 
in  Huron  township,  Erie  county,  Ohio  was  the  daughter  of 
Peter  and  Philipina  Kuhl,  both  natives  of  Baden,  Germany. 

The  mother  died  in  1928. 

She  received  her  grade  school  education  in  the  Huron 
township  rural  schools,  and  assisted  her  mother  in  the 
home.  Her  family  were  of  the  Reformed  faith,  but  when  the 
Reformed  church  in  Huron  closed,  they  attended  the  Presby¬ 
terian  church.  After  marriage  Martha  joined  her  husband’s 
church  in  Union  Corners.  Here  Louis  Zorn  organized  the  first 
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permanent  Sunday  school  in  S  t.  John’s  Lutheran  church,  and 
was  its  superintendent  up  to  the  time  of  his  death.  His  wife 
was  one  of  the  first  teachers*  Mrs,  Martha  20rn  is  tall, 
and  of  friendly  and  sociable  disposition. 

After  their  marriago  Mr.  and  Mrs,  Louis  Zorn  mado  their  home  on 
the  Bohn-Zorn  place,  30  acres  of  which  he  had  purchased  from 
his  father.  This  he  operated  in  connection  with  custom  work  in 
the  community.  Their  married  life  was  destined  to  last  only  ten 
years,  when  Louis  died,  March  21,  1907,  at  the  age  of  34  years. 
He  is  buried  in  the  Union  Cornors  church  cemetery  south  of  the 
church.  Mrs,  Zorn  has  returned  to  Huron  township  where  she  is 
now  making  her  home, 

Louis  Zorn  was  tall,  slender  and  dark.  He  had  the  character¬ 
istic  Zorn  temper  a.nd  disposition.

One  of  the  daughters  of 
Volney  Edward  K0yen  and  his  wife  &ate  Anderson  Koyen  is 
Sylvia  Eleanor  Koyen  Landin,  Joan’s  mother. 

Another  great-uncle  of  Joan’s  is  Jens  Jacobsen, a  wood 
carver  now  in  his  eighties  still  making  beautiful  carvings  , 
wall  brackets,  wooden  clocks  with  moveable  parts,  etc.  He 
learned  this  art  while  a  small  boy  in  Denmark.  He  came  over 
when  11  years  old.  He  displays  his  work  in  his  own  museum, 
containing  many  Indian  relics  and  antiques.  He  became  ac¬ 
quainted  with  the  Indians  on  the  island  as  a  boy,  and  can 
relate  many  interesting  stories  about  them.

AUGUSTE  RAU,  '  -  ■  -  - 

fourth  child  and  second  daughter  of  Maria  Cath¬ 
erine  Scheid  Rau  and  her  husband  Heinrich  Phillip 
Rau,  was  born  in  Sandusky,  Ohio,  Jan.  20,  1857.  (Her  baptismal 
certificate  gives  her  name  as  "Augustine" ) 

She  attended  the  district  school  at  Union  Corners  as  well  as 
the  German  parochial  school  of  the  church  during  the  summer 
months.  This  latter  school  was  at  first  held  at  the  homes  of 
the  members  and  then  at  the  schoolhouse  near  the  church.  Teach¬ 
ers  at  first  were  students  from  the  Lutheran  academy  at  Wood- 
ville,  Ohio,  and  Capital  University  students  from  Columbus,  0., 
preparing  for  the  ministry.  She  was  confirmed  in  the  Union 
Corners  St.  John's  Lutheran  church  by  Rev,  William  Schmogrow  . 
Auguste’s  sister  Lisette  later  became  one  of  the  teachers  in 
this  parochial  school,  and  in  1906  when  the  first  permanent 
Sunday  school  of  the  congregation  was  organized,  Auguste  was 
one  of  the  teachers  along  with  two  of  her  nephews,  Louis  and 
Albert  Zorn.  She  spent  much  time  reading  both  German  and  Eng¬ 
lish  books.  She  schooled  herself  in  the  art  of  good  conversation 
through  the  study  of  conversations  in  the  better  novels  of  her 
time  . 

She  never  married  and  always  lived  vdth  her  parents  and 
cared  for  them  in  their  old  age.

She  was  also  a  good 
baker  and  a  very  efficient  housekeeper.  She  was  very  neat  about 
her  appearance  and  most  particular  about  her  clothes. 

Many  nieooe  and  nephews  will  always  remember  her  numerous 
kind  acts  to  them,  and  her  great  desire  to  help  them  in  every 
way  she  could. 

Auguste  was  a  member  of  the  second  confirmation  class  in 
the  St.  John’s  church  of  Union  Corners  and  a  lifelong  member 
of  that  congregation. 

After  giving  up  her  residence  in  the  old  homestead  she  made 
her  home  in  a  new  house  near  the  church  on  the  Mi lan  road  until 
old  age  and  ill  health  made  it  necessary  for  her  to  be  cared  for 
by  others.  For  some  time  she  was  in  a  convalescent  home  in  San¬ 
dusky,  but  the  last  six  months  of  her  life  were  spent  in  the 
"Woods  Convalescent  Uome"  in  Norwalk,  Ohio,  where  she  was  cared 
for  with  most  loving  kindness  by  Mrs.  Woods,  who  always  remem¬ 
bers  her  and  speaks  of  her  as  "Auntie."  She  died  at  the  age 
of  86  years,  on  Oct.  31,  1943,  and  is  buried  in  the  Union 
Corners  church  cemetery.

- “was  the  fifth  child  and  third  son,  and  only  liv¬ 
ing  son,  of  Maria  Catherine  Scheid  Rau  and  her 
husband  Heinrich  Phillip  Rau,  born  Nov.  20,  1861,  during  the 
first  year  of  the  Civil  War  in  the  United  States.  He  attended 
the  district  school  at  Union  Corners  and  the  parochial  school  of 
the  church  in  his  youth,  and  'was  confirmed  about  tho  year  1874 
in  St.  John’s  Lutheran  church  of  Union  Corners,  by  Rev.  August 
C.  Ulrich.  He  was  his  father's  assistant  on  the  home  farm,  un¬ 
til  his  marriage. 

°n  June  25,  1895  L0uis  Henry  Rau  was  married  by  Rev.  Frederick

Johanotto  (Nettie)  Katherine  Behrens  was  one  of  eight  child¬ 
ren  born  to  John  Henry  Behrons  of  Nassau,  Germany  and  his 
wife  Katharine  Sophia  Schaffer,  bora  in  Hossen-Nassau.  She 
was  born  Oct.  6,  1869  in  Oxford  township  and  was  baptized  ^ct. 
3,  1870  by  Rev.  Friedrich  Hcmberle  of  tho  Oxford  Evangelical 
church.  She  assisted  her  mother  at  homo  and  attended  the 
"Merry”  school  in  Oxford  township.  Her  father  was  a  farm¬ 
er.  Nettie  Rau  was  organist  in  St.  John's  Lutheran  church 
of  Union  Corners  about  four  years.

She  had  come  to  America  as  a^young  girl,  the  trip  taking 
two  months,  in  a  sail  boot. 

After  their  marriage  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Louis  Rau  made  their  homo  on 
a  small  farm  of  20  acres  in  Milan  township  across  tho  road  from 
his  father's  farm,  which  had  been  given  him  by  his  father  as  a 
wedding  gift.  This  was  tho  old  Lyman  Scott  farm.  The  Scotts 
wore  the  first  settlers  in  the  township.  Scott's  cemetery  was 
named  after  this  family,  as  they  once  owned  this  plot  of  land. 

The  Adams  Corners  school  which  Louis  Rau' s  children  once  at¬ 
tended  also  stood  on  a  plot  once  owned  by  the  Scotts.  Here 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Louis  Rau  lived  21  years  and  in  1916  he  moved 
his  family  into  his  father’s  homestead,  which  was  the  farm 
his  father  had  bought  from  the  John  and  Elizabeth  Hears  es¬ 
tate,  eight  MGars  children  signing  the  deed  and  later  moving 
to  Wood  county,  Ohio,  after  their  parents  died.  This  old 
homestead,  much  over  100  years  old,  was  remodeled  by  Louis 
Rau  after  ho  took  possession  of  it.  This  farm  and  the  one 
in  Milan  township  is  now  owned  by  L0uis  Rau' s  oldest  son 
Norman,  and  occupied  and  operated  by  his  other  son  Louis. 

Louis  Rau  was  ..  ever :  active  on  his  farm,  and  diod  as  ho  had 
always  said  ho  wished  to--in  his  boots.

He 
received  his  education  at  the  Adams  Corners  School  in  ^ilan 
township,  and  tho  Milan  high  school,  and  then  Sandusky  Business 
College,  in  S  andusky,  Ohio.

He  fought  in  the  Battle  of  Now  Jersey,  was  captain  of  Co.  I, 
First  Regiment  Sussex  county,  N.Y.  Militia  during  tho  war, 
and  is  said  to  have  boon  with  George  W  ashington  at  Valley 
Forge,  His  military  record  is  given  in  "Officers  and  Men 
of  New  Jersey  in  the  Revolutionary  War,"  by  S.  Stryker,  pub¬ 
lished  in  1881,  and  in  "History  of  Susste?  g aunty  and  "Warren 
County,"  published  in  1881. 

This  man  and  his  wife,  Margaret  Wilhelm,  had  eleven  chil¬ 
dren.  The  seventh  child,  James  Mackey,  lived  at,  "Half  Way 
House,"  Union  Corners,  Ohio.  His  daughter  by.  his  second 
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wife,  married  Joseph  Tillotson  -who  lived  between  Union  Corners 
and  Avory,  Ohio  .  Her  name  was  Sara  Mackey,  /aid  a  daughter 
of  this  marriage,  Delia  Tillotson,  married  Henry" Jarre tt,  Sr* 
the  father  of  Henry  Jarrett,  Jr.,  who  married  Lisotte  Rau. 

On  his  father's  side,  Henry  Jarrett,  Sr.  was  the  son  of 
Isaac  Jarrett  born  in  Lincolnshire,  Eng land ,  and  emigrating 
to  Lehigh  county.  Pa.,  and  of  his  wife  Polly  Riester  of  a 
Pennsylvania  Dutch  family  which  also  lived  in  Lehigh  county, 
whero  most  of  their  neighbors  were  of  German  and  Holland 
Dutch  lineage. 

French  teachers  claim  that  the  name  "Jarrett"  is  definite¬ 
ly  of  French  origin,  and  spelled  Jarrette,  (pronounced  "Jar¬ 
re"''")  .  If  this  is  correct  the  original  Jarrett  ancestors  must 
have  come  in  very  early  days  from  France  to  England. 

After  Henry  Jarrett, Sr.  and  Polly  Riester  were  married 
they  lived  on  a  farm  in  Lehigh  county  until  1833,  where  eight 
of  their  children  were  born.  He  himself  was  born  in  Upper 
Milford  township,  and  was  three  years  old  when  the  journey 
was  made  from  that  state  to  Ohio,  the  family  coming  over 
the  B.  &  0.  R.  R.  Here  the  senior  Jarrett  purchased  a  tract 
of  land  from  the  government  in  Perkins  township.  some  time 
later  he  gave  up  this  property  and  went  to  Iowa  to  seek  his 
fortune.  There  he  entered  a  claim  to  government  land  near 
Marsha lit on,  Iowa,  in  Clayton  county.  After  several  years 
ill  health  compelled  him  to  return  to  Erie  county,  Ohio,  in 
the  early  fifties,  and  he  then  obtained  240  acres  in  Perkina 
township.  His  hobby  was  cattle  raising.  He  met  his  death 
in  Sandusky,  Ohio,  with  a  load  of  oats  running  over  his 
body  with  a  frightened  team  of  horses. 

Henry  Jarrett,  the  husband  of  Lisette  Rau,  was  a  tall 
man,  six  feet  in  height,  of  fair  complexion  and  handsome 
aopearance.  He  was  an  honest  man,  industrious  and  straight¬ 
forward.  He  was  a  good  father  and  provider.  His  hobby  was 
raising  horses.  His  accidental  death  resulted  from  a  fall 
.  upon. a  rock  as  he. was  leading  an  unruly  animal,  onJan.  8, 

1930.  He  is  buried  in  Oakland  cemetery  in  Sandusky,  Ohio. 

His  funeral  sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  T.  J.  C.  Stell- 
hom,  D.D.  of  Zion  church,  Sandusky,  Ohio. 

After  their  marriage  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Henry  Jarrett  went  to'house- 
lcecping  on  a  farm  owned  by  his  father  near  Bogart,  Ohio,  which 
later  on  became  their  own  and  the  only  farm  upon  which" they  ever 
lived.  They  operated  the  farm  in  the  old  fashioned  way,  with 
horses,  and  raised  mostly  grain  and  cattle. 

Mrs.  Lisette  Jarrett  kept  the  farm  for  many  years  after  her 
husband's  passing,  and  established  a  hardy  garden,  very  beau¬ 
tiful,  both  for  pleasure  and  profit.  Her  flowers  attracted  many 
visitors  and  many  of  its  plants  travelled  away  both  near  and 
far  to  take  root  in  other  gardens.  She  rented  the  land  to  ten¬ 
ants  and  her  winters  wore  spent  with  one  of  her  three  daughters. 
Working  in  the  garden  kept  her  healthy  and  happy.  S^o  continued 
this  until  her  eightieth  year,  at  which  time  the  farm  was  sold 
to  Mr.  Saylor.  She  now  divides  her  time  among  her  three  daugh¬ 
ters  in  Sandusky,  Ohio,  Eas ton, Pennsylvania  and  Chattanooga,  Tonn. 
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In  1940  Lisette  Rau  Jarrott  became  interested  in  cCllecting 
buttons,  -which  has  been  her  hobby  ever  since.  This  button  col¬ 
lecting  hobby  began  back  in  1865  as  charm-strings,  on  the  order 
of  the  later  charm-bracelets  and  chains  that  were  worn  by  the 
young  ladies.  At  that  time  the  charmstring  button  collection 
was  called  "Mania,  and  Mrs.  Jarrott  as  a  little  girl  owned  her 
first  one.  Some  time  during  the  1930’s  tho  present  button  col¬ 
lecting  became  popular,  and  this  one  has  been  named  "Epidemic," 
having  struck  its  devotees  much  more  strongly  than  the  older 
mild  mania.  So  oermanent  and  general  has  this  particular  hobby 
nowbecome  that  it  has  received  the  dignified  name  of  "Button- 
ophily." 

Lisette  is  the  owner  of  over  four  thousand  buttons  sewed  on 
strips  of  velvet,  and  at  one  time  had  a  velvet  dress  completely 
covered  with  buttons.  She  enjoys  displaying  this  really  rich 
and  interesting  collect:  on  from  all  over  the  world  to  her 
friends,  explaining  the.  origin  of  each  button,  its  use  and 
its  moaning.  She  is  a  member  of  the  National  Button  Society, 
which  holds  regular  conventions  and  exhibitions.  Ambitious 
and  busy  as  ever,  and  unable  to  work  in  her  beloved  garden 
during  the  winter  months,  Lisette,  at  the  age  of  nearer  87, 
has  recently  retrimmed  that  velvet  dress  in  all-smoked  pearl, 
some  colored,  about  600  in  all. 

She  is  also  the  owner  of  a  treasured  brass  tea  kettle  en¬ 
graved  (so  far)  with  the  names  of  all  past  owners  except  the 
first  one.  This  kettle  has  a  history  of  several  generations 
in  Germany  already,  and  was  brought  over  with  the  emigrating 
family.  A  companion  piece  to  it,  a  coffee  pot,  w  as  sold  to  an 
antique  dealer  by  another  relative  years  ago. 

Lisette  centimes  her  membership  in  the  St.  John’s  Lutheran 
church  of  Union  Corners  and  is  at  present  the  oldest  living 
member -of  the  c ongregatioru 

She  was  born  in  Oxford  township;  at  the  age  of  six  months 
she  was  moved  to  the  new  home  in  Huron  township;  at  the  age 
of  26  she  was  married  and  mov^d  to  a  farm  in  Perkins  town¬ 
ship;  and  has  been  a  life  member  of  St.  John's  church  inMilan 
township.  Since  these  four  townships  all  join  at  a  point 
called  Union  Corners,  a  school  and  church  center  for  all 
four  townships,  Lisette  is  one  of  the  few,  if  not- the  only 
one,  who  may  claim  the  title,  "Renresentative  of  Union  Corners." 
She  is  an  able  and  interesting  conversationalist,  a  strong 
minded  woman  with  the  courage  of  her  convictions,  able  to  ex¬ 
press  herself  clearly  and  forcefully  on  many  topics  at  any 
time  and  any  place .  She  is  alert  to  the  events  of  the  day 
and  at  the  same  time  r  etains  a  remarkable  memory  of  the  past. 

She  loves  things  beautiful  and  old,  and  treasures  heirlooms. 

*n  her  picture  which  appears  in  this  book,  she  wears  as  a 
necklace  her  husband’s  watch  chain  and  as  a  brooch  her  moth¬ 
er's  wedding  pin  - 

Lisette  Rau  Jarrctt  is  one  of  the  few  still  living,  of  that 
sturdy,  worthy  old-  type  of  Germans  which  the  fatherland  gave  to 
America,  and  at  the  same  time  a  fine  American  who  has  enriched 
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the  new  homeland  of  the  forefathers. 

To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Henry  Jarrett  three  daughters  were  horns 
Alma  Mary  Catherine,  at  Bogarts,  Jan.  8,  1893 
Mabel,  at  Bogarts,  July  23,  1897 
Lydia  Wilhe lmine ,  at  Bogarts,  Jan.  24,  1903. 


AHA  MARY  CATHERINE  JARRETT  SEXTON 

was  born  on  a  Sunday  afternoon,  Jan.  8,  1893,  in 
the  midst  of  a  very  severe  hlizzard.  She  is  the 
oldest  child  of  Lisetto  Rau  Jarrett  and  her  husband  Henry  Jar¬ 
rett.  She  was  christened  by  the  St.  John’s  Lutheran  pastor.  Rev, 
Frederick  J.  Schulz.  'She  grew  up  on  the  farm  at  Bogart,  Perkins 
township,  Erie  county,  Ohio,  an  average  child;  and  gradually 
as  she  grew  older  she  tried  to  take  the  place  of  a  son  for  her 
father,  and  enjoyed  assisting  him  with  the  routine  farm  work  as 
his  helper.  She  still  feels  quite  proud  of  herself  that  she  was 
able  to  manage  horses  and  the  ordinary  farm  machinery  of  those 
times,  now,  of  course,  many  of  which  have  been  outdated  by  the 
use  of  the  tractor.  This  close  association  with  her  father 
helped  hor  all  her  life,  as  it  taught  her  patience,  reward  by 
labor,  kindness  to  animals,  and  fair  play  toward  humans. 

She  was  also  vory  close  to  her  grandmother,  Catherine  Rau, 
and  her  idea  of  a  really  good  time  was  to  spend  her  weekends 
at  her  grandmother’ s  in  Union  Corners,  Ohio.  From  her  she 
learned  to  speak  the  German  language  and  to  like  it  so  much 
that  she  lator  continued  its  study  in  school. 

Hor  grandmother  Rau  made  a  very  marked  impression  upon  Al¬ 
ma  in  many  ways.  Her  sincerity  and  devotion  to  her  religious 
life  were  most  outstanding  and  sot  a  wonderful  example.  On© 
of  tho  pleasant  memories  of  early  childhood  is  seeing  her  grand¬ 
mother  sitting  in  her  big  old  chair  near  the  coal  stove  reading 
hor  Biblc  in  the  evening,  while  she  and  her  cousin  Eleanor 
Zorn  (now  Mrs.  Edward  J.  Rosino)  ouietly  studied  their  lessons , 
read  or  played  games. 

Later,  after  her  marriage,  Alma  was  very  glad  for  her  knowl¬ 
edge  of  Gorman,  as  her  future  homo  was  located  in  the  Pennsylvan¬ 
ia  Dutch  and  Amish  region  of  Pennsylvania,  and  it  was  a  great 
help  to  be  able  to  understand  and  converse  with  many  of  her 
neighbors,  and  creating  an  immediate  feeling  of  friendliness. 

.rfc  this  writing  she  feels  as  close  to  these  people  as  if  she 
were  one  oi  them;  and  while  their  own  peculiar  dialect  may  sound 
queer  to  anyone  not  associated  with  them,  she  will  and  does  de¬ 
clare  that  it  sounds  quite  all  right  to  her,  and  that  they  are 
the  finest  people  in  the  world,  especially  noted  for  their 
cleanliness,  honesty  and  -ependability.  In  this  region  there  is 
oublished  a  most  delightfully  interesting  periodical  "The  Penn¬ 
sylvania  Dutchman",  much  of  it  in  PennsylvaniaDutch  dialect. 
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full  of  Gorman  and  Pensylvania  Dutch  loro,  humor,  legend  and 
history,  which  even  any  Ohio  Nassauer  who  is  able  to  road  both 
German  and  English  can  peruso  with  immense  enjoyment. 

Alma  Jarrett  attended  the  rural  school  at  Bogart  for  her 
elementary  education.  She  was  graduated  from  Sandusky  high 
school  June  17,  1910,  as  was  also  her  future  husband.  She  still 
loves  and  keeps  in  touch  with  her  first  grade  toacher,  the  form¬ 
er  Minn  Dornbiror  (daughter  of  a  former  pastor.  Rev.  Jacob 
Dornbiror  of  Zion  Lutheran  church  of  Sandusky,  Ohio,  now  Mrs. 
i^d.  Maedor  of  that  city  ).  This  lady  was  a  born  teacher  and 
set  a  wonderful  ideal  for  a  small  girl  to  admire  and  follow. 

Alma  wished  very  much  to  enter  hospital  training  to  become 
a  nurse,  but  as  her  parents  did  not  want  hor  to  leave  home,  this 
ambition  was  never  realized.  Shotat^ht  country  school  for  two 
years  near  her  home,  the  district  No.  4,  Huron  township,  and 
then  was  married  on  July  19,  1913,  to  Lee  Wolfe  Sexton  of  San¬ 
dusky  and  lator  of  Port  Denton,  Ohio.  This  was  the  culmination 
of  a  high  school  romance. 

Lee  Wolfe  Sexton  was  born  in  Port  Clinton,  Ohio,  Sept.  14, 
1891,  the  son  of  Burton  P»  Sexton  of  English  ancestry  and 
his  wife  Viola  Wolfe  Sexton  of  Sandusky,  Ohio,  and  of  Ger¬ 
man  ancestry.  He  received  his  grade  schooling  in  the 
Sandusky  public  schools,  and  Tteis  graduated  from  Sandusky 
high  in  the  same  class  with  his  future  wife  in  1910. 

Lee  Sexton’s  father,  a  farmer  boy,  from  Port  Clinton, 
Chio,  was  of  an  inventive  nature  and  invented  a  number  of 
crayon  machines  for  manufacturing  crayons,  sane  of  which 
wore  used  until  very  recently.  He  formed  the  Sandusky 
Crayon  Company  and  among  the  men  whom  he  had  connected  with 
it  were  Louis  Scheid  of  Pontiac,  and  Fred  Kuebelor  of  San¬ 
dusky.  In  1913  ho  became  affiliated  with  the  Binney  & 

Smith  Company,  also  engaged  In  the  manufacture ' of  crayons, 
water  colors,  inks,  finger  print  paints,  chalk,  etc. 

-  Lee  Sexton  worked  for  the  government  in  the  Reclamation 
Service,  located  for  one  year  at  ^itchell,  Nebraska,  and 
then  joined  his  father  in  the  Binney  &  Smith  Compary,  at 
Easton,  Pa. 

After  their  marriage,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Loe  -Sexton  went  to 
Easton,  Pa.  to  live.  Now,  after  36  years  of  connection 
with  the  Binney  &  Smith  Company,  Lee  has  become  general 
manager  of  all  its  factories. 

Several  years  ago  they  moved  to  their  farm  near  Belfast, 
Pa.  It  is  located  in  the  foothills  of  the  Pocono  Mountains, 
although  it  is  only  ten  miles  from  Easton.  They  restored  a 
very  old  stone  house  which  is  furnished  with  antiouo  furni¬ 
ture.  fow  pieces  very  much  prized  had  belonged  to  grand¬ 
mother  Rau.  Alma  collects  antique  copper,  wrought  iron, 
and  wooden  primitives  as  a  hobby,  and  also  has  a  very 
fine  antique  and  modern  collection  of  bells. 

There  is  a  downstairs  bod  room  at  "Jericho,"  as  the  form 
is  called,  for  "Lisette" .furnished  with  her  own  things  and 
a  closet  large  enough  to  take  care  of  hor  button  collection. 
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She,  at  the  grand  old  age  of  nearly  87,  still  travels  and 
makes  her  periodic  visits  with  the  rest  of  the  family,  but 
the  garden  at  Jericho  always  brings  her  back  again. 

For  many  years  Alma  Sexton  was  active  as  a  Sunday  school 
teacher  in  the  Lutheran  congregation  at.  Arndt’s  church  near 
Easton.  -A-t  one  time  she  was  also  active  in  the  Eastern  Star 
work,  and  coached,  directed  and  did  costumes  for  many  ama¬ 
teur  plays  and  charity  and  church  entertainments.

first  child  and  first  daughter  of  Alma  Mary  Cath¬ 
erine  Jarrott  Sexton  and  hor  husband  Lee  Wolfe  Sex¬ 
ton,  was  born  June  17,  1914,  in  Easton,  Pa.  Sho  received 
her  education  in  the  Palmer  township  grade  school  and  in 
Easton  high  school,  from  which  she  was  graduated  in  1931. 
She  attended  New  Jersey  College  for  Worn pn,  majoring  in  com¬ 
mercial  work,  and  in  1938  was  married  to  William  F.  Titus, 
another  school  romance  resulting  in  a  very  happy  marriage. 
William  F.  Titus  w  as  born  June  14,  1910  at  Easton, 
Pa.  His  parents,  Ray  Titus  and  Mary  Unangst  Titus 
are  both  of  Pennsylvania  German  descent.  William 
Titus  is  a  graduate  of  Easton  high  school  and  of  La¬ 
fayette  College  in  Easton.  He  is  an  electrical  en¬ 
gineer  residing  with  his  wife  in  Easton. 

Ho  was.  given  a  special  assignment  in  war  work  dur¬ 
ing  World  War  II,  and  spent  almost  three  years  in 
Brooklyn,  N.Y.  where  he  did  precision  work  at  the 
"Sperry  Gyroscope  Station1'  working  on  gun  sights. 

Ho  now  has  his  own  business  in  Easton,  a  partnership 
under  the  name  of  Titus  &  Von  Bulow,  rotating  elec¬ 
trical  appliances.  They  do  heat  engineering,  such  as 
installing  oil  burners,  etc. 

Hr.  and  Mrs.  Titus  have  no  children. 


Richard  Jarett  Sexton, 

second  child  and  first  son  of  Alma  Mary  Catherine 
Jarrett  Spxton  and  her  husband  Lee  Wolfe  Sexton, 
was  born  August  17,  1916,  in  Easton,  Pa.  As  a  boy  ho  was 
interested  in  farming,  fishing  and  hunting.  Ho  was  grad¬ 
uated  from  Easton  high  school  in  1933.  He  is  a  graduate 
of  Muhlenberg  College  in  Aplontown,  Pa.  and  of  Hanncman 
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Medical  School  in  Philadelphia#  Immediately  aftor  finish¬ 
ing  his  internship  in  tho  Homorial  Hospital,  Wilmington, 
Delaware,  he  entorod  the  service  during  World  War  II. 

Ho  roooived  a  commission  in  tho  United  States  Army  on 
November  30,  1942,  as  a  Second  Lioutcnant  in  tho  ^edical 
Administrative  Corps#  This  was  a  temporary  aooointment  and 
no  active  duty  was  indicated  while  it  was  in  cffoct  since  ho 
was  attending  medical  school  at  the  time.  Whi 1q  interning 
at  the  Memorial  Hospital  in  Wilmington,  Delaware,  Dr.  Sex¬ 
ton  w  as  promoted  to  First  Lieutenant  in  the  Medical  Corps, 
United  States  Army,  and  ordered  to  activo  duty  Jan#  5,  1944. 

Dr.  Sexton  was  ordored  to  Camp  Barkcloy,  Texas,  for  six 
weeks  temporary  duty  in  a  modi cal  reolaccmcnt  training  cen¬ 
ter.  During  February,  1944,  he  was  ordored  to  the  Battoy 
General  Hospital,  Rome,  Georgia,  for  six  weeks  additional 
temporary  duty.  On  March  31,  1944,  Lieutenant  Sexton  was 
ordered  to  duty  with  thc863rd  Infantry  Division,  then  in 
training  for  overseas  duty  at  Camp  Van  Dorn,  Mississippi. 

On  April  11,  1944  he  was  assigned  as  Battalion  Surgeon  of 
tho  863rd  Field  Artillery  Battalion.  In  July,  1944,  tho 
83rd  field  Artillery  Battalion  was  temporarily  transferred 
to  the  Field  Artillery  School,  Fort  Sill,  Oklahoma,  for 
three  months  duty  as  school  troops.  Lieut.  Sexton  accom¬ 
panied  this  battalion  as  Battalion  Surgeon.  His  unit  was 
returnod  to  Camp  Van  D0rn,  Miss,  in  October,  1944,  for 
continuation  of  their  training  for  overseas  duty.  On  0ct. 

23,  1944,  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Captain. 

The 863rd  Infantry  Division  was  ordored  to  tho  Now 
York  Port  of  Embarkation  in  DCombor,  1944.  His  battalion 
left  Now  York  on  Jan.  5,  1945,  on  tho  U.  S.  S  .  Mount  Vernon, 
formerly  the  S.  S.  George  W  ashington  of  the  United  States 
lines.  Their  destination  was  Marseilles,  France.  A  suc¬ 
cessful  landing  was  completed  on  Jan.  12,  1945,  and  the 
unit  was  engaged  in  activo  combat  with  tho  Germans  on  Jan. 
14.  Lieutenant  Sexton's  battalion  was  engaged  in  combat 
continuously  until  May  1,  1945,  and  had  passed  through  the 
iegfriod  Line  in  southern  Germany  at  Saargueminos  (Alsace- 
Lorraine). 

During  Dr .  Sexton' s  brief  army  career  of  twenty— nine 
months,  he  was  able  to  make  use  of  his  obstetrical  training 
on  only  one  occasion.  The  baby  was  a  girl  and  constituted 
a  real  homo  delivery  as  the  mother  was  tho  wife  of  the  mayor 
of  the  Alsatian  town  of  Zinn,  which  is  located  on  tho  Saar 
River  south  of  Saargueminos. 

In  May,  1945,  the  863rd  Infantry  Division  was  relieved  by 
the  36th  Infantry  Division  (Texas  and  Oklahoma  National 
Guard).  The863rd  Infantry  Division  performed  Army  of  Occu¬ 
pation  duties  until  July  1,  1945.  Since  the 863rd  Infantry 
Division  had  been  a  newly  activated  unit,  the  Army  decided 
to  de-aetivatc  it  and  sent  it  back  to  the  States.  As  a 
consoquernce.  Captain  Sexton  was  transferred  to  the  36th 
Infantry  Division,  and  s  erved  with  this  unit  until  October, 
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1945.  At  this  time,  the'  36th  Infantry  Division  was  to  be  re¬ 
turned  to  Texas,  and  Captain  Sexton  was  transferred  to  the 
2nd  Military  Government  Battalion,  Military  Government  for 
Germany. 

After  several  "dry  runs,"  Captain  Sexton  was  ordered  to 
LoHavre,  France  for  transfer  back  to  tne  States.  The  victory 
ship  (U .S .S .Frederick)  de carted  from  LoHavre  on  March  16, 

1946,  and  arrivod  in  New  York  on  April  3.  After  a  brief 
stay  in  Camp  Kilmer,  New  Jersey,  Captain  Sort on  was  sent 
to  ^ort  0ix,N .  J.  He  ended  service  on  Aoril  17,  1946,  and 
was  discharged  as  a  Major.  He  returned  to  his  home  in  Easton, 
Pa.  that  day. 

Major  Sexton  received  forty-five  days  accumulated  leave 
which  terminated  on  May  31,  1946,  at  which  time  he  was  re¬ 
verted  to  an  inactivo  status •  Ho  was  tendered  an  appointment 
in  the  Officers  Ro serve  Corps,  Army  of  the  United  States, 
with  the  rank  of  Major,  which  he  subsequently  accepted .  As 
late  as  1952 ,  he  still  held  this  appointment . 

During  his  period  of  active  service.  Major  Sexton  rece ived 
the  European  -African  Middle  Eastern  Campaign  Modal  with 
two  battle  stars ,  the  American  Campaign  Medal,  and  the 
Victory  Medal  Wor Id  War  II .  For  meritorious  service,  he 
received  the-  Bronze  Star  Medal  at  a  battlefield  ceremony. 

Ma  j  or  Sexton  was  also  awarded  the  Soldier’ s  Medal,  as 
were  throe  of  his  men,  which  stated :  "For  heroism  not  involv¬ 
ing  actual  contact  with  the  enemy  on  April  6,  1S45,  in  the 
vicinity  of  Aschausen,  Germany .  When  mortar  ammunition  was 
being  unloaded  from  a  truck  and  trailer,  the  mortar  rounds 
accidentally  began  exploding .  Five  infantrymen  in  the  imme¬ 
diate  vicinity  of  the  trailer  wore  injured  by  the  fragments. 
The  above  named  men,  members  of  the  medical  section,  and 
with  complete  disregard' for  their  own  safety  and  the  danger 
of  continued  explosions ,  went  to  the  aid  of  the  injured 
men,  successfully  removing  them  by  litter  from  the  scene 
of  the  exploding  ammunition.  The  bravery  displayed  by  these 
men  reflects  credit  upon  themselves  and  is  in  keeping  with 
the  finest  traditions  of  the  Armed  Forces  of  the  United 
States ." 

Major  Sort on  also  received  the  Combat  Mcdical  Badge, 
which  to  a  member  of  the  Medical  Corps  is  comparable  to  the 
Combat  Infantryman’s  Badge  so  highly  prized  by  the  foot 
soldiers  who  carry  rifles  «

After  his  marriage  on  May  1,  1942,  James  Edward  Wetmore 
received  a  commission  as  Ensign  in  the  United  States  Naval 
Reserve,  in  October,  1942.  He  reported  for  active  duty  on 
Nov.  16,  1942,  at  the  U.  S. Naval  Communications  School  at 
Noroton  Heights,  C0nn.  After  a  one-month's  course  in  Nav¬ 
al  Communications,  he  was  ordered  to  remain  at  Noroton  for 
further  training  in  Convoy  Communications.  At  that  partic¬ 
ular  stage  of  the  war  there  was  an  ever -increasing  need  for 
personnel  especially  trained  in  convoy  communications;  the 
number  of  collisions  and  like  mishaps  in  convoy  emphasized 
this  great  noed.  A  short  course  in  this  type  of  training 
was  followed  by  a  further  extension  in  Now  York  City  at 
Pier  $45  in  the  Hudson  River.  The  officer  in  charge  of 
this  course  was  Ensign  Gilbert  H.  Glee,  son  of  former 
Senator  Ciee  of  New  Jersey,  who  was  to  play  an  important 
part  in  .Ensign  Wetmore’ s  entire  Navy  career,  and  also  a 
key  part  in  the  whole  Naval  Communications  war  structure  and 
in  post-war  planning. 

On  the  first  of  February,  1943,  Ensign  Wetmore  was  as¬ 
signed  to  his  first  ship — the  S.  S.  Oklahoma,  a  fast  tanker 
of  the  Texaco  line,  carrying  high-octane  gasoline.  The  Cap¬ 
tain  of  the  ship  was  an  old  Norwegian  who  became  sick  and 
was  replaced  the  day  before  sailing  by  a  Captain  Mackey  of 
Philadelphia.  Upon  being  introduced  for  the  first  time  to 
Captain  Mackey  at  the  Convoy  Departure  Conference,  Ensign 
Wetmore  was  warmly  greeted  by  his  skipner  thus,  "Boy,  am 
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I  glad  to  have  you  along:  this  is  my  first  convoy."  The 
Ensign  did  not  have  the  heart  to  inform  Captain  Mackey  that 
he  .had  never  even  boon  on  a  ship  before’.  To  further  com¬ 
plicate  matters,  not  enough  tugs  were  available  the  morning 
of  departure;  when  additional  tugs  were  supplied,  the  Convoy 
was  nowhere  in  sight  and  the  new  Captain  and  his  Communica¬ 
tions  Officer  were  on  the  open  sea  with  submarines  a  dime 
a  dozen  and  no  protection.  Fortunately,  a  plane  came  by 
and  was  contacted  by  blinker  light.  After  circling  for  some 
time,  we  received  the  message  "Convoy  dead  ahead  ten 
miles."  New  soeed  records  were  probably  set  and  the  con¬ 
voy  was  reached  before  nightfall.  This  was  the  largest 
troop  convoy  ever  assemble'3,  100,000  men;  four  fast  tank¬ 
ers  were  the  only  other  shins  in  the  Convoy.  The  escort 
was  likewise  tremendously  strong  for  this  vital  cargo. 

Our  destination  was  North  Africa,  the  follow-up  of  the 
North  African  Invasion  in  November  previous.  The  voyage 
was  an  extremely  stormy  one,  with  the  bitterest  cold  ex¬ 
perienced  throughout,  the  termination  of  which  brought  us 
to  Casablanca.  After  a  one-week  layover,  the  return  trip 
was  started.  On  all  trips,  let  it  be  stated,  submarine 
contacts  were  numerous,  but  the  escorting  Destroyers  fend¬ 
ed  off  all  sub  attacks  successfully,  ^nly  two  days  out  of 
New  York,  we  had  the  disheartening  message  to  detach  our¬ 
selves  from  the  main  Convoy  and  proceed  alone  to  Aruba, 

N .  W.  I.,  where  we  were  loaded  with  more  fuel  for  the  ne:~fc 
trip,  and  then  went  to  Curacao,  at  which  point  I  left  my 
good  friend  Capt •  Mackey  and  remained  at  the  pleasant 
isle  of  Curacao  for  ten  day's  before  being  a  ssigned  to  the 
Esso  Gettysburg  for  the  trip  back  to. New  York  alone. 

This  trip  was  enlivened  by  one  of  my  inexperienced 
signalmen  one  early  morning  in  the  following  manner.  I 
had  heard  an  airplane  flying  about  while  I  was  below  decks, 
so  went  topside  to  investigate.  My  signalman  on  duty  said 
to  me,  "Gee,  isn't  that  funny,  Mr.  Wetmore ;  that  airplane 
just  keeps  flying  around  flashing  0E  over  and  over."  1 
didn't  know  everything  a  bout  communications  but  I  remembered 
very  well  Ens .  Glee's  warning  to  learn  all  challenges,  and 
0E  meant"  indentify  yourself  or  1  will  open  fire."  I  could 
not  get  the  appropriate  answer  on  our  halliards  fast 
enough,  and  was  still  shaking  when  we  arrived  in  New  York. 

I  was  detached  from  the  Gettysburg  and  assigned  to  a 
troopship,  after  having  scent  two  weeks  at  home  in  Easton, 
Fa.,  this  ship  being  the  S  S  Santa  Elena,  of  the  Grace  line- 
a  beautiful  and  fast  ship. 

The  next  trips  were  to  Oran,  No.  Africa,  Liverpool,  Eng¬ 
land,  Oran  again,  Gourock,  Scotland  and  New  Y0rk.  On  all 
trips  involving  passing  thru  the  Straights  of  Gibralter  we 
were  subjected  to  heavy  air  attack  on  the  first  evening 
in  the  Mediteranean,  giving  rise  to  the  suspicion  that  the 
Germans  had  a  base  in  Spain.  My  next  ship  ms  the  USAT 
Thomas  H.  Barry,  another  troopship.  Several  trips  to  North 
Africa,  England,  and  Ireland  and  Scotland  followed.  Qn 
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Sept.  6,  we  became  the  first  troopships  to  enter  the  famous 
embattled  port  of  Bizerte,  North  Africa.  On  this  same  night 
a  fierce  air  attack  was  experienced  with  several  hundred 
planes  taking  part.  All' hands  manned  guns,  with  the  result 
that  one  of  my  signalmen,  William  Slsea,  dawned  a  plane. 

We  were  most  fortunate  to  have  the  use  of  TBY  (UHF  r/T  phone), 
thru  which  we  got  bearings  from  our  escort  giving  directions, 
heights,  and s  peeds  of  attacking  planes,  thus  enabling  us  to 
fire  before  even  seeing  the  enemy* 

A  citation  for  bravery  was  awarded' me,  although  I  did  not 
get  it  until  one  year  later  in  London,  England. 

Upon  the  next  trip  (to  Naples,  No.  Africa,  and  Egypt)  we 
were  again  stacked  after  going  through  the  Straits  of  Gibral¬ 
tar;  we  sustained  the  heaviest  damage  to  any  troop  Convoy 
throughout  the  entire  War,  losing  four  ships,  one  of  which  was 
my  old  ship,  tv>e  gallant  Santa  Elena.  We  put  in  to  Philippe- 
ville  to  reorganize  and  the  following  day  ’v\e  saw  the  Elena 
struggling  to  make  port  with  a  skeleton  crew  aboard;  she  failed 
to  reach  shallow  water  so  that  she  could  be  beached  and  pumped 
out  by  a  few  hundred  yards.  We  picked  up  the  survivors  and  they 
were  returned  to  New  York.  There  I  was.  detached  from  my  ship 
by  my  mentor,  Lt.  Clee,  and  assigned  subsequently  to  London, 
England,  to  work  on  a  joint  U.  S. -British  Communications  Sys¬ 
tem.  I  arrived  in  England,  via  .the  Queen  Mary,  and  spent  the 
next  year  and  four  months  working  with  the  British  Admiralty. 

Upon  arrival  in  London  in  the  first  part  of  April,  1944, 

I  was  immediately  assigned  to  work  with  the  British  Admiralty 
to  work  out  a  joint  convoy  system  which  would  be  acceptable 
to  both  the  English  and  ourselves.  This  was  a  greatly  desira¬ 
ble  object  because  of  the  necessity  of  ships  of  both  countries 
traveling  in  convoys  together,  which  had  resulted  in  great  con¬ 
fusion,  collisions,  loss  of  ships  and  men  due  to  the  complete 
lack  of  standardization  in  convoy  procedure  and  conduct  between 
the  two  countries.  Both  we  and  the  British  recognized  the  need 
for  such  standardization  and  the  work  was  expedited  by  this 
mutual  desire. 

Air  raids  by  the  Germans  were  very  common,  both  with  incen¬ 
diary  bombs  and  "{he  more  orthodox  type  .  However ,  the  rising  tem¬ 
po  of  our  own  air  strength  provided  the  satisfaction  that  the 
enemy  was  getting  -more  than  he  could  mete  out.  At  night  we 
could  hear  our  planes  -go  out  over  the  channel;  in  daylight  it 
was  a  thrilling  sight  to  see  hundreds  of  bombers  and  fighters 
thunder  overhead  im  perfect  formation  on  their  way  to  enemy  tar¬ 
gets.  London  was  a  veritable  war  city,  with  thousands  of  pock¬ 
marked  bomb  scars  all  over  the  tremendous  city.  As  our  air  pow¬ 
er  grew  and  grew  in  might,  so  did  the  Eerman  strength  overhead 
diminish  in  inverse  proportion.  Just  as  we  seemed  on  the  brink 
of  reducing  German  air  attacks  to  a  minimum,  the  illusion  of 
coming  security  was  shattered  *by  the  arrival  .of  the  V-l:  the 
flying  bomb’. 

This  ingenious  deathly  weapon  was  constructed  exactly  like 
an  airplane  and  looked  precisely  like  ore  in  flight.  It  was 
launched  from bases  in  France  and  had  just  enough  fuel  to  carry 
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it  to  -where  the  emexiy  desired  it  to  hit;  upon  running  out  of  fu¬ 
el  the  device  would  fall  to  the  ground,  detonating  its  thunder¬ 
ous  explosive  over  the  area.  At  night  it  was  a  brilliant  and 
terrifying  experience  to  see  the  long  orange  jet  heading  towards 
us  and  knowing  that  any  one  of  the  devilish  contraptions  might 
conceivably  run  out  of  gas  wherever  one  happened  to  fine  one's 
self.  Their  direction  was  constant  and  it  could  be  determined 
if  one  was  coming  directly  toward  you  with  "your  number  on 
it,"  perhaps.  Then  the  awful  silence  which  meant  the  thing 
had  run  out  of  gas  and  was  coming  down,  to  the  resounding 
roar  of  the  following  explosion.  The  technioue  of  shooting 
down  the  V-l’s  was  developed  and  this  was  most  helpful,  plus 
the  fact  that  our  forces  were  capturing  some  of  the  bases  from 
w  hich  the  bombs  were  launched,  although  some  of  these  bases 
were  never  captured  right  up  to  the  end  of  the  war .  The  V-2's 
followed  the  V-l  and  uhese  came  with  no  warning  whatsoever, 
being  launched  from  great  heights  without  having -been  seen  or 
heard:  only  a  tremendous  explosion,  London  and  all  of  England 
had  a  most  effective  blackout;  everything  was  pitch  dark  from 
dusk  to  dawn  each  night;  rather  an  eerie  situation  to  those 
who  were  new  to  the  land, 

A  rather  unusual  experience  occurred  toward  the  end  of  my 
stay  in  England,  I  was  sent  to  Paris  for  several  days.  The  day 
scheduled  for  returning  to  England  fell  on  the  day  on  -which  a 
premature  announcement  of  the  end  of  the  European  War  happened. 

No  ono  celebrates  like  the 'French  and  a  wild  holiday  was  exper¬ 
ienced.  At  the  conclusion,  I  flew  back  to  London  and  had  to  un¬ 
dergo  the  same  sort  of  thing  for  the  proper  announcement  in 
Britain,  After  cleaning  up  my. work,  I  sailed  for  home  and  while 
enroute  the  atom  bombing  in  Japan  became  known;  and  by  the  time 
we  were  passing  the  submarine  nets  in  New  York  harbor.  President 
Truman  signalled  the  surrender  of  the  Japanese,  and  we  became 
the  first  ship  to  enter  after  the  war’s  ending*  the  S.  S.  Solomon 
Juneau. 

Having  plenty  of  points  1  was  placed  on  terminal  leave  im¬ 
mediately,  during  -which  1  had  the  opportunity  to  become  a  c  quaint  - 
ed  wih  my  ycar-and-kwo-months  old  son,  Michael  James,  born  while 
I  -was  away.  An  interesting  item  in  regard  to  this  birth  was  that 
one  of  the  British  with  whom  I  was  working  was  also  awaiting  a 
new  arrival  in  his. family;  numerous  bets,  etc,  were  made  between 
us  as  to  weight,  s&x,  and  also  as  to  date.  My  British  friend  nob 
only  lost  all  bets,  but  suffered  the  added  indignity  of  having 
his  daughter  born  on  the  Fourth  of  July  (not  England's  favorite 
holiday'.) 

I  was  discharged  from  the  Navy  on  November  1,  1945.

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JOHANN  JAKOB  WILHELM  SCHEID 


■was  the  seventh  child  and  the  second  son  of  Johann 
Wilhelm  Schoid  III,  and  his  wife  Elisabetha  Kath¬ 
erine  Crecelius  Scheid  of  Heringon,  Duchy  of  Nassau,  Germany. 
Ho  was  born  January  19,  1831. 

His  birth  occurred  one  year  after  the  first  steam  railroad 
was  opened  at  Baltimore,  Maryland,  three  years  after  Webster's 
Dictionary  was  first  published,  two  years  before  Chicago  was 
founded,  and  three  years  before  McCqrmick' s  reaper  was  used.' 

Two  years  before  his  birth  John  Newman  wrote  the  hymn,  "Lead'i 
Kindly  Light." 

Jakob  Scheid  finished  the  eight-year  elementary  course  of 
education  in  the  village  school,  under  a  most  practical  and 
thorough  educational  system,  which,  according  to  the  principles 
of  the  noted  Swiss  educator  Johann  Pestalozzi,  had  been  adopt¬ 
ed  by  the  German  educational  authorities  after  the  French  had 
rejected  them.  It  is  a  fact  that  the  German  boy  of  tha+  day 
received  a  more  complete,  oractical  and  general  education  in 
the  schools  of  the  fatherland  than  the  United  States,  at  least 
in  the  new  west  ern  territories,  were  able  to  provide  their 
sons  and  grandsons  for  many  years  following  the  German  emigra- 
t  i  ons  to_  America. 

Since  every  German  boy  was  expected  to  learn  a  trade  or 
profession,  and  Jakob's  father'  sfarm  was  not  largo  enough  to 
keep  the  entire  family  busy  operating  it,  he  was  apprenticed  to 
a  cabinet  maker.  This  man  usually  made  the  coffins  for  the 
dead,  and  it  was  the  practice  to  break  in  young  apprentices  by 
sending  them  to  bring  the  measurements  of. the  corpses  to  the 
shop  and  to  make  the  coffins.  The  story  of  Jakob's  first  ex¬ 
perience  was  often  told  by  relatives  at  his  expense — -of  his 
embarrassment  and  _the  fright  which  caused  him  to  make  hasty 
marks  upon  his  measuring  stick  and  rush  away  from  the  house  '  ' 

of  mourning.  After  coming  to  America  he  had  to  learn  farming, 
and  once  broke  a  clevis  on  a  farming  tool,  which  seemed  to  his 
bT  other  Johann  Wilhelm,  an  experienced’ farmer ,  a  very  serious 
blunder  for  even  a  green  f  armer  to  make,  and  which  brought  upon 
him  a  severe  reprimand. 

At  the  age  of  18,  before  he  could  be  drafted  into  the  regular 
German  army,  but  having  already  served  in  the  local  guards,  he 
emigrated  to  America  with  his  parents  in  the  year  1849.  Had 
his  father  not  made  application  for  his  family  to  emigrate 
months  before  this,  Jakob  would  have  been  compelled,  to  remain 
and  serve  out  a  term  of  regular  military  tral/ning.  He  left 
an  unmarried  sister  buried  in  the  fatherland,  and  one  married 
sister,  Mrs.  Kttbeler  also,  whose  children  however  later  came 
to  this  country. 

The  family  settled  upon  a  150-acre  farm  near  Pontiac  Sta¬ 
tion,  in  Peru  township,  Huron  county,  Ohio,  wher ?  for  three 
years  Jakob  assisted  his  father  and  older  brother  to  enlarge 
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the  cleared  portion  of  the  farm  and  to  cultivate  it.  After  his 
father’s  death  he  with  his  two  brothers  Johann  r/?2bclr.  and  Johann 
Christian,  under  the  mother’s  management  continued  the  farm  op¬ 
erations  until  1854,  when  the  two  older  sons  took  over  the  pos¬ 
session  of  the  farm.  In  i860  the  land  was  surveyed  and  divided, 
Jakob  taking  the  67  acres  in  Peru  township  and  going  to  live 
in  a  part  frame  and  part  log  house  that  stood  on  the  site  of 
the  lawn  of  the  present  Jakob  Scheid  homestead.  His  unmarried 
sister  Wilhelmine  kept  house  for  him  until  his  marriage  the 
following  year. 

On  Fob.  5,  (the  church  records  states)  6, (the  family  record 
senates),  1861,  Jakob  Scheid  was  united  in  marriage  with  Anna 
Barbara  Beilstein,  by  Pastor  William  Schmogrow  of  St.  Peter’s 
Lutheran  church  of  Pontiac,  Ohio. 

Anna  Barbara  Beilstein  was  born  Feb.  2,  1841,  in  Aabach, 
Land  Gericht  Rheinheim,  He s so -Darmstadt ,  Germany,  At  the 
age  of  14,  she  with  two  sisters  and  two  brothers  had  come 
to  America,  about  the  year  1855,  and  settled  in  Sandusky, 

Erie  county,  Ohio,  where  the  girls  were  employed  as  house¬ 
maids  at  fifty  cents  a  week.  For  a  time  Barbara  worked  in 
the  home  of  wealthy  English  family,  the  Cor drays,  in  order 
to  learn  the  English  language  more  readily.  One  sistor  An¬ 
na  Katherine  had  some  years  before  this  married  Jakob 
Scheid' s  brother  Johann  Wilhelm,  and  another  sister  Chris¬ 
tiana  married  Christian  Conradi,  who  was  also  related  to 
the  Scheids  through  a  grandmother  Anna  Maria  Conradi 
Scheid,  the  wife  of  Johannes  Scheid  of  Heringen.  Her 
brothers  Leonard  and  Philip  settled  in  Ohio,  the  former  in 
Sandusky  and  the  latter  in  Springfield. 

Aunt  Barbara  was  known  as  a  "sweet  little  woman  with  a 
smile  that  won  her  friends  everywhere."  She  was  a  good 
wife  and  mother,  an  excellent  housekeeper,  and  is  remembered 
by  her  sons  especially  as  a  good  cook  who  never  spared  in 
the  setting  of  her  table  for  the  family.  Her  garden  of  flow¬ 
ers  and  vegetables  was  her  special  pride  and  the  special 
attraction  in  the  community  to  neighbors  and  visiting  rel¬ 
atives.  One  description  of  it  states  that  there  was  a  walk 
all  around  it,  and  two  walks  crossing  it  through  the  center 
whore  there  was  a  brick-bordered  circular  bed  of  flowers. 

All  six  walks  were  bordered  with  tulips  during  the  tulip 
season. 

The  story  is  told  that  she  once  sent  a  beautiful  bou¬ 
quet  of  flowers  to  a  relative  with  this  relative’s  daughters, 
and  when  the  girls  highly' praised  Aunt  Barbara’s  flower 
garden,  their  mother  said,  "Well,  she  should  have  a  beau¬ 
tiful  g  ardon ;  she  spent  a  dollar  for  flower  seeds  this 
spring,"  This  was  not  an  expression  of  envy  but  of  the 
thrift  which  the  Germans  learned  in  the  homeland  and  which 
they  brought  with  them  and  practiced  in  the  new  land  those 
pioneer  days. 

She  roared  a  large  family  and  faithfully  attended  to 
their  wants  and  needs.  Often  she  was  called  to  homos  of  the 
youaqg.er  neighbors  to  assist  in  bringing  little  newcomers 
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into  tho  world.  With  her  Biblo  she  spent  many  ouiet  moments 
gathering  spiritual  strength  for  her  daily  life  and  duties. 

She  was  short  in  stature  and  slender  in  physioue,  with 
blonde  hair  and  prominent  lips  and  kindly  eyes.  She  was  a 
woman  of  oven  tomperament  and  amiable  and  humble  disposition, 
always  meeting  circumstances  as  they  came  and  making  the  best 
of  all  situations. 

She  procodod  her  husband  in  death  by  throe  years,  ^he  died 
Fob,  28,  1916, and  is  buried  in  the  Pontiac  Lutheran  church 
cemetery  noar  tho  end  of  t' e  sOccrd  row  of  graves. 

Up  the  road  at  Uncle  William's  Aunt  Barbara  was  known  as 
"die  drunne  Baas"  (the  down  there  aunt)  and  her  sons  as 
"die  drunne  Bubo"  (the  down  there  boys). 

After  his  marriage  Jakob  Scheid  and  wife  settled  in  the  log 
house  on  his until  1865.  While  he  lived  in  the  log  cabin  he 
would  remark  that  when  he  came  home  to  his  father’s  house  it 
was  like  heaven  compared  to  his  humble  dwelling;  but  after  he 
had  built  his  own  large  brick  house  he  would  say  that  now  his 
home  was  like  heaven  compared  to  the  original  frame  house  of 
his  father’s.  This  large  homestead  was  built  in  1865  by  a 
Mr,  Meyer  of  the  vicinity,  and  the  carpenter  work  was  done  by 
tho  old  friend  of  the  family,  Heinrich  Simmermacher  of  Union 
Corners.  This  old  home  later  with  its  spacious  and  shaded  and 
well  kept  lawn  became  and  still  is  one  of  the  beauty  spots  of 
the  c  ommunity . 

To  Mr.  and  Mrs,  Jakob  Scheid  were  born  tho  following  children: 
Johann  Wilholm,  Oct.  10,  1861,  (died  Feb.  16,  1832,  aged 

4  months  and  6  days . )

aged  24  years)

'After  his  brother  Johann  Wilhelm’ s  children  began t o  grow 
up,  Jakob’s  little  sister  Ami  came  to  his  home  to  assist  his 
wife  in  the  care  of  the  younger  children. 

Before  his  marriage  Jakob  Schcid  had  purchased,  in  1857,  from 
Joseph  and  Magdalena  Duffncr,  a  small  almost  triangular  plot 
of  land,  7.85  acres  just  -west  of  the  Pontiac  road  whore  it  crosses 
the  Peru-Shernan  township  line.  This  is  where  his  residence  was 
located,  in  Sherman  t ownshio#  Also  55  acres  south  of  this  plot 
along  the  township  line  road,  which  some  years  later  he  sold 
to  bis  neighbor  August  Bores.  He  gave  Uuffner  a  mortgage  for 
$1600  which  was  cleared  in  1864. 

In  1866  he  bought  of  his  brother  Johann  Christian  Schcid  and 
life  Magalena  of  Bryan,  Ohio,  16  acres  of  land  in  Peru  township, 
a  tract  that  lay  between  the  lands  of  Philipp  Bochlor,  Philipp 
Scheid  and  Johann  Wilhelm  Scheid,  along  the  angling  road  that 
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runs  north-east  from  the  Pontiac  Road.  The  purchase  price  ms 
$960.00. 

* 

In  1873  ho  purchased  from  Joseph  YTood  of  Bellevue,  Ohio, 
for  $3000.00,  36.42  acres  in  Sherman  township,  which  lay  east 
of  the  Pontiac  road  beyond  his  residence.  Later  he  sold  17,68 
acres  off  this  farm  to  his  brother  Johann  Wilhelm,  This  farm 
in  1851  had  been  sold  by  David  Ppttys  and  wife  Huldah  of  Wood 
county,  Ohio,  to  Joseph  Wood,  For  this  land  Jakob  Scheid  gave 
a  mortgage  of  $2435.83  which  he  cleared  in  1882, 

In  1875  he  acquired  from  Levi  and  Caroline  Sutton  for  $7000.00 
a  69-acre  tract  in  Sherman  and  Lyme  t ownships — 13 .72  acres  in 
Sherman  township,  which  he  later  sold  to  August  Bores ;  47.62 
acres  lying  in  Sherman  township;  7:60  acres  in  Lyme  township 
along  the  Fink  Run  crook;  2/4  acres  in  Lyme  township,  giving  a 
mortgage  for  $5000.00.  All  of  this  land  had  been  in  possession 
of  the  Sutton  families  for  years,  first  of  Elisha  Sutton  of 
Greenfield  township,  and  later  of  Philip  and  Caroline  Sutton 
and  Alfred  and  Sallio  Sutton  of  Lyme  township.  This  mortgage 
was  taken  over  by  George  Simmons  in  1879  and  was  cleared  in 
1883. 

In  1886  ho  purchased  70,86  acres  in  Sherman  township  known 
os  the  Henry  Riedy  farm,  along  the  Pontiac  road  north  and  west 
of  his  residence.  This  farm  had  a  most  checkered  history  be¬ 
fore  Jakob  Scheldt ook  it  over.  It  had  been  deeded  to  Riedy  by 
John  and  Thresia  Strub  in  1871.  It  had  been  owned  previous¬ 
ly  by  Stephen  Sawyer,  he  buying  it  from  James  Sawyer  and  George 
J.  Frith,  Riedy  agreed  to  take  oven  a  mortgage  on. the  place 
from  Stephen  Sawyer,  He  struggled  with  this  mortgage  until  1877 
when,  apparently  forced  to  pay  it  off,  he  gave  a  mortgage  to 
Johann  Wilhelm  Scheid  for  $2000.00  and  one  to  Philipp  Scheid 
for  $1000.00.  Later  Scheid  sold  his  mortgage  to  Scheid.  in. 

1885  Wilhelm  Scheid  sold  his  mortgage  and  the  one  he  had  pur¬ 
chased  from  Schcld  to  John  H.  Swoby.  of  Philadelphia,  This 
man  died  and  his  son  John  S.  Swaby  as  executor  of  his  father's 
estate  in  1886  transferred  this  mortgage  to  Jos.  James  Swabey, 

Sr.  of  Seneca  Falls,  H.y.  During  this  same  year  Jakob  Scheid 
gave  Riedy  a  mortgage  for  v 34 00. 00  on  this  place,  Riedy  giving 
Jakob  Scheid  the  deed  to  tho  farm,  but  Jakob  giving  the  mortgage 
and  the  promissory  notos  to  the  Swaboys ,  all  to  be  due  in  5 
years.  To  this  mortgage  Jakob  Schcidwrote  his  own  name  in 
English  "Jakob  Scheiti"  and  his  wife  wrote  hers  in  good  German, 
Barbara  Scheid  . 

This  mortgage  was  cleared  in  1895  and  thus,  ended  the  strugg¬ 
ling  career  of  this  farm.  Riedy  and  his  wife  Adelheid  had 
also  in  1879  given  a  mortgage  to  Leopold  Tyler  of  Monroeville 
for  J591.00.  Tvler's  administrator  Andrew  Moyers  in  1887  signed 
a  cancellation  of  the  mortgage.  Upon  this  Riedy  place  there  was 
at  one  time  a  negro  cabin  occupied  by  a  poor  colored  family 
that  had  come  up  from  tho  south.  The  house  on  this  farm  was 
later  for  some  years  the  Lutheran  parsonage. 

In  1900  Jakob  Scheid  pair  chased  at  sheriff's  sale  the  Wright 
farm,  the  south  half  of  20  acres  back  of  the  Riedy  farm,  George 
Frith  had  recovered  judgment  against  Alfred  Wright  and  others 
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for  1458.95  on  this  land  in  Sherman  township*  Sheriff  Seneca 
Ronk  of  Norwalk  sold  it  to  the  highest  bidder  for  jl67.00. 

Wrirht  had  this  land  from  Allen  Minzoy,  administrator  of  tho 
James  Megginson  ostato. 

In  1896  this  old  lovor  of  the  land  and  shrewd  land  buyer 
with  his  wifo  and  sons  Charley  and  Henry,  both  unmarried,  pur¬ 
chased  of  Thomas  W.  Latham  of  Monroovillo,  tracts  of  land  to¬ 
taling  301.18  acres  lying  on  both  sides  of  tho  Pontiac  road 
north  of  this  property  and  north  of  the  Fritz  farm  now  owned 
by  Albort  Siesol,  a  small  partlying  in  Lyme  township,  for 
'j20, 000.00,  giving  a  mortgage  for  $18,000.00.  The  larger  part 
of  this  farm  was  the  homestead  land  of  A.  W.  Latham,  and  was 
purchased  from  the  heirs  of  this  man,  Riley  and  Fredelia  Lath¬ 
am  of  Huron  county,  Hiram  and  Mary  A.  Latham  of  Huron  county 
and  Frank  H.  and  Laura  Latham  of  Corwith,  Iowa*  3  acres  had 
come  to  Latham  from  John  and  Thursey  Hoarson  0f  Sherman  town¬ 
ship.  17  acros  had  come  from  D.  L.  C.  and  Caroline  Taylor 
Ransom  of  Erie  county,  which  had  formerly  boon  owned  by  Moses 
Fisher  and  by  William  and  Mary  Fitch*  This  mortgage  was  sold 
by  Thomas  W.  Lathem  to  the  old  First  National  Bank  of  Monroe¬ 
ville,  Ohio,  and  immediately  purchased  from  it  by  A.  W.  Stent z , 
president  of  the  bank,  in  1896.  The  mortgage  was  cleared  in 
1909.  At  this  time  Jakob  Schoid  owned  about  600  acres  of  land. 
This  Latham  land  was  later  sold  by  him  to  his  sons  Charles  and 
Henry.  At  one  time  more  than  a  mile  of  farms  on  both  sides  of 
the  Pontiac  road,  from  Pontiac  Station  to  the  Fink  Run  creek, 
was  owned  by  Scheids,  with  the  exception  of  the  Fritz  farm  now 
owned  by  Albert  Sicsel. 

Jakob  Schoid  managed  his  farm  well  with  the  aid  of  his 
six  sons,  and  often  employed  nephews  and  sons  of  neighbors 
in  its  operation.  He  believed  in  investing  in  land  and  ac¬ 
cumulating  farms  to  keep  his  sons  at  homo  with  him  and  to 
transfer  to  then  when  they  married.  In  his  later  days  he 
would  start  the  day*  s  work  with  the  sons  and  see  that  every¬ 
thing  was  going  well,  when  he  would  return' hone  to  read.  Ho  had 
a  special  buggy  made  for  himself  in  Shelby,  Ohio,  to  travel  over 
his  farms  to  inspect  the  work  and  the  crops,  and  in  his  old 
ago  when  automobiles  began  to  come  into  use,  ho  seriously  con¬ 
sidered  the  purchase  of  one  to  do  his  farm  inspecting  with  it. 

In  his  more  active  days  he  took  special  pride  in  having  his 
farmlands  and  buildings  kept  in  proper  condition.  These  farms 
were  kept  very  clean,  a  practice  which  those  Germans  had  boon 
compelled  to  learn  and  observe  in  the  old  country. 

Jakeb  Schoid  had  boon  reared  in  the  Evangelical  State  Church 
of  Gormany  but  became  a  charter  member  of  the  newly  organized 
St.  Peter's  Lutheran  church  of  Pontiac  under  Pastor  William 
Schmogrow,  July  18,  1959.  He  was  the  first  trustee  elected 
for  the  congregation  and  was  time  after  time  elected  to  the 
office  of  councilman,  and  for  13  years  served  as  secretary  or 
treasurer  of  the  church. 

Ho  never  sought  political  or  community  offices,  but  held 
the  positions  of  road  supervisor,  district  school  director  and 
was  for  a  time  a  member  of  the  Sherman  township  election  board. 
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Ho  gavo  his  children  the  common  school  education  of  the 
times  but  was  somewhat  strongly  prejudiced  against  formal  high¬ 
er  education.  His  observation,  limited  though  it  was  to  certain 
eases,  led  him  to  believe  that  the  higher  education  and  the 
city  life  which  usually  wont  with  it,  were  not  conducive  to 
the  making  of  solid  manhood  and  good  character. 

He  was  striet  in  the  rearing  of  his  family,  too  strict,  his 
older  children  say,  d  enying  them  many  of  the  pleasures  and  en¬ 
joyments  they  felt  wore  legitimate.  His  word  was  law,  and  he 
spoke  but  once  and  was  obeyed.  His  grandchildren  remember  the 
Christmas  afternoons  at  his  home,  when  ho  sat  as  the  king  of 
his  clan  uponthc  throne  in  his  parlor  with  the  children  sur¬ 
rounding  him, to  each  of  whom  ho  handed  a  gift  of  money.  In 
company  he  could  bo  convivial  and  even  jolly;  and  his  younger 
ralatives  never  stood  in  the  same  awe  of  him  as  thoy  did  of 
their  uncle  Jtohann  Wilhelm  Scheid, 

T^e  following  story  illustrates  the  strong  sentiments  these 
stern  old  Germans  would  express  without  really  meaning  them® 

A  son  of  Johann  Wilhelm  Schoid  relates  that  when  Uncle  Jake  and 
•A-unt  Barbara  and  their  family  would  visit  at  Uncle  William’ s 
the  older  folks  would  sit  in  the  sitting  room  while  the  young¬ 
sters  would  play  in  the  kitchen.  If  the  youngsters  became 
boisterous  UnciG  William  would  go  out  and  get  a  stick  or  a 
switch  and  Uncle  Jake  would  toll  him:  "Sch^ag  Sie  bis  Sie  die 
Wand  hinauf  krabbclel"  (Beat  them  until  thoy  crawl  up  the  walls). 
But  when  Uncle  Williamh  family  visited  at  Uncle  Jake’s  the 
young  folks  could  become  very  boisterous  in  the  next  room,  and 
not  a  word  was  said  as  long  a  s  they  did  not  raise  the  roof  off 
the  house® 

Like  those  of  his  brother  Wilhelm  "up  the  road",  the  ratals 
at  Jakob's  homo  were  solemn  affairs.  What  conversation  was 
sanctioned  was  led  by  himself  and  was  of  a  serious  and  prac¬ 
tical  nature.  His  home  was  a  most  hospitable  one  for  relatives 
and  friends.  When  he  first  built  his  brick  house  some  of  the 
English  neighbors  called  on  him.  Their  eyes  sought  the  walls 
of  the  rooms  and  when  they  found  none  of  the  symbols  and  pic¬ 
tures  usually  seen  in  the  homes  of  the  Catholic  dgooIg  who 
lived  among  them,  they  said:  "No  Catholics t"  Then,  with  signs 
and  motions  they  made  acquaintance.  Some  of  these  English 
people  learned  German  well  enough  to  converse  with  their  German 
neighbors  in  that  tongue.  Jakob  Scheid,  however,  became  quite 
proficient  in  the  use  of  English.  With  these  English  people  of 
the  community  he  was  on  friendly  and  intimate  terms.  Those 
solid  English  American-educated' minds  found  themselves  in  con¬ 
genial  company  with  this  solid,  well-informed,  well-read  old 
German  of  sound  principles ' and  intelligent  convictions.  Among 
these  men  wore  the  Lathams,  the  Wheelers  and  the  Eyeringims* 
Though  of  different  nationality  and  speech,  they  delighted  to 
visit  together  and  treated  each  other  as  equals.  He  was  known 
as  Uncle  Jake  by  all  the  relatives,  ctlose  and  distant,  and 
even  to  the  younger  neighbors,  all  of  whom  held  him  in  the 
highest  respect. 
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Jakob  Schoid  was  a  man  of  clean  speooh,  a  prounounccd  charac¬ 
teristic  of  which  was  its  forcefulnoss  and  its  perfect  enuncia¬ 
tion.  He  was  a  groat  reader,  being  well  informed  in  ivorld  and 
American  history  and  in  current  events.  He  followed  the  polit¬ 
ical  activities  of  his  country  with  intense  interest.  For  many 
yoars,  like  most  of  the  German  people  who  left  a  country  that 
was  burdened  with  ove r -centra li zed  government  and  growing  boau- 
rocro*y,  ho  folt  an  affinity  with  tho  principles  of  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  party  of  state  rights  and  local  self-government  in  tho 
new  land,  until  the  days  of  William  McKinley.  McKinley  once 
spoke  in  Bellevue,  Ohio,  and  Jakob  took  one  of  his  sons  along 
with  him  to  hear  the  address.  Upon  his  return  his  mind  had  been 
made  up,  and  he  declared,  "McKinley  is  a  good  man  and  will  be 
elected  our  next  president."  From  that  time  he  was  a  staunch 
Republican,  which  caused  him  to  have  many  an  argument  with  rel¬ 
ieves  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  political  fence.,  j^t  this  tine 
he  was  one  of  the  very  few  Republicans  in  Sherman  township, 
there  having  been  a  time  when  this  township  had  not  enough 
Republicans  in  it  to  fill  out  their  quota  on  the  elcctionboard. 

He  always  had  time  to  read  his  Bible,  and  in  his  old  age 
spent  many  a  daily  hour  with  it.  Today  we  are  being  told  by 
educators  of  reading  aloud,  but  he  did  that  already  in  his 
days,  and  not  only  aloud  but  with  emphasis  and  expression.  His 
pronunciation  and  his  accent  of  the  proper  syllables  was  not 
always  correct,  much  to  the  amusement  of  young  nephews  who 
visited  him  and  heard  him  read,  but  ho  knew  tho  meaning  of 
the  words  and  understood  and  retained  what  he  read. 

In  physique  Jakob  Scheid  wan  of  average  height,  of  square, 
stocky  build,  with  dark  hair,  prominent  cheek  bones,  and  he 
wore  a  chin  beard  from  his  early  manhood.  He  ,ras  a  very  ac¬ 
tive  man  both  physically  and  mentally,  a  good  manager  of  his 
farm  and  finances  and  family. 

After  tho  death  of  his  wife,  ho  was  a  lonely  old  man  who 
scent  much  of  his  time  in  his  bedroom,  reading  his  Bible  and, 
even  while  living  much  in  the  past,  still  dreaming  big 
dreams  while  awaiting  his  departure,  which  took  place  April 
23,  1919,  at  the  age  of  88  years.  He  is  buried  in  the  Pontiac 
church  cemetery  beside  his  wife.

first  child  and  first  son  of  Johann  Jakob 
Wilhelm  Schoid  and  his  wife  Anna  Barbara 
Bcilstcin  Schoid,  was  born  in  the  log' cabin' homo  on  his ' father 1 
farm  in  Sherman  township  noar  Pontiac,  Ohio,  October  .10,  1861, 
Ho  died  Fob.  16,  1862  at  the  age  of  four  months  and  six. 
days,  and  is  buried  in  tho  Pontiac  Lutheran  church  cemetery.

She  at¬ 
tended  the  Hunts  Corners  district  school  and  tho  German  Luth¬ 
eran  parochial  school  at  Pontiac  until  her  confirmation  in 
1876  by  Pastor  August  C.  Ulrich. 

She  was  troubled  with  epilepsy  in  her  teens,  but  was  ner¬ 
vous  by  nature,  and  very  ambitious.  In  the  summer  she  assist¬ 
ed  her  father  and  brothers  on  the  farm.  She  was  the  one  who 
caught  the  bundles  of  grain  as  they  were  pitched  off  a  wagon 
and  pitched  them  to  her  father  who  stacked  the  grain  or  ^ut 
it  away  in  the  barn  mow.  But  she  could  not  boa"  to  be  idle' 
whilo  waiting  for  the  noxt  wagon  go  come  along  with  its  load, 
and  would  take  her  sowing  material  with  hor  and  sowed  carpet- 
rags  during  the so  intervals*  . 

Her  parents  would  at  times  tako  her  to  the  lake  for  boat 
ridos  which  seemed  to  relieve  the  nervous  tension  which  she 
experienced.  However,  her  ailment  finally  took  her  life 
Nov.  21,  1886,  at  the  age  of  24  years.  She  is  buried  in  tho 
Pontiac  church  cemetery,  Lizzie,  as  she  was  known  in  her 
family,  has  inscribed  on  hor  monument  the  same  hymn  verse 
as  that  on  her  grandmother's  on  the  same  cemetery*

third  child  and  second  daughter  of  Johann 
Jakob  Wilhelm  Scheid  and  his  wife  Anna  Bar¬ 
bara  Beilstein  Scheid  was  born  on  the  homestead  farm  in  Sher¬ 
man  township  near  Pontiac,  Ohio,  June  18,  1865.  Her  first 
school  was  the  district  school  at  Hunts  Corners  in  Lyme  town¬ 
ship  and  then  the  Claus  district  school  in  Sherman  township. 

She  also  attended  the  parochial  school  of  St,  Peter’s  Lutheran 
church  until  her  confirmation  in  1878  by  Pastor  August  C.  Ul¬ 
rich, 

Being  the  oldest  living  daughter  she  was  her  mother's  assist¬ 
ant  in  the  home,  and  later  with  her  Sister  Minnie  had  charge 
of  the  home  until  her  death.  She  was  never  married. 

She  was  tall  and  slender,  with  the  Beilstein  features  and 
the  Scheid  temperament  and  will.  She  was  energetic  and  ambi¬ 
tious,  a  good  housekeeper  and  thrifty  in  her  habits.  In  her 
earlier  adult  life  she  spent  some  tifte  in  the  Battle  Creek 
Sanatarium  in  Michigan  for  her  health,  and  ever  afterward 
.lived  on  a  strict  diet.  For  many  years  preceding  her  death 
she  oradtically  lived  on  egg  nog,  ice  cream  and  fruit  juices, 
but  kept  up  her  household  duties  with  vigor  and  efficiency. 

Several  times  in  later  years  she  had  serious  falls  and  at 
ono  time  fractured  her  pelvic  bone  and  thigh  bone,  which  left 
her  more  or  less  crippled  for  the  rest  of  her  life,  but  she 
did  not  permit  this  misfortune  to  hinder  her  in  her  home  work. 
The  last  several  years  of  her  life  she  was  compelled  to  spend 
a  number  of  periods  in  Memorial  Hospital  in  Norwalv,  Ohio, 
and  died  in  this  institution  at  the  ripe  old  age  of  83  years. 

She  was  buried  in  the  Scheid  sister  and  brother  lot  in  the 
Pontiac  cemetery.  Her  death  occurred  Dec.  13,  1948, 

For  many  years  she  had  not  attended  church  due  to  her  ac¬ 
cident  but  accepted  the  ministrations  of  her  pastors  in  the 
home,  and  was  a  liberal  contributor  to  the  church  and  all  its 
causes.  Emma  was  an  ambitious  girl  with  a  hunger  for 
knowledge  which  caused  her  to  chafe  somewhat  under  the  re-  ' 
straints  of  country  home  life.  She  was  of  a  determined  will, 
which  would  not  let  her  give  up  even  in  her  last  illnesses. 

She  was  a  good  conversationalist,  always  alert  to  the  cor¬ 
rect  oronunciation  of  words  and  very  careful  in  her  penman¬ 
ship.  In  her  last  months  she  was  cared  for  by  her  brother 
^red. 

Emma  was  the  one  who  remembered  the  family  history  in 
great  detail,  and  had  she  lived  just  a  year  longer  her  as¬ 
sistance  in  the  gathering  of  the  early  history  of  the  Scheid 
family  would  have  been  invaluable. 
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KARL  (Charles)  AUGUST  SCHEID, 

fourth  child  and  s  econd  son  of  Johann 
Jakob  Wilhelm  Scheid  and  his  wife  Anna 
Barbara  Beilstein  Scheid,  was  born  Feb,  19,  1867  on  the  home 
farm  in  Sherman  township  near  Pontiac,  Ohio.  He  attended  the 
district  school  on  the  Boehler  road  and  the  German  parochial 
school  of  St.  Peter's  Lutheran  church  of  Pontiac  until  his  con¬ 
firmation  by  Rev.  August  C .  Ulrich  in  1880. 

Being  the  first  son  in  the  family,  he  was  very  early  in  his 
youth  his  father's  helper  on  the form,  He  continued  working  on 
his  father’s  farms  with  his  brothers  until  1896,  when  he  joined 
his  parents  and  his  brother  Henry  in  purchasing  the  300-acre 
Latham  farm  near  their  home. 

During  the  same  year,  on  Oct.  21,  1896,  he  was  married  to 
Louise  Wilhelmina  Boehler  by  Rev.  Frederick  J.  Schulz. 

Louisa  Wilhelmina  Boehler  was  the  daughter  of  William 
and  Mary  Heyman  Boehler.  She  was  born  March  14,  1878,  on  the 
Boehler  farm  near  Pontiac.  Her  paternal  grand-parents  were 
Johann  Phillip  Boehler,  a  native  of. Germany,  and  his  wife, 
Margaretta  Seibel  of  Hplzheim,  Nassau,  Germany.  They  set¬ 
tled  in  Peru,  Sherman  and  Lyme  townships  and  became  suc¬ 
cessful  land  owners.  Her  father  was  a  farmer  owning  a  farm 
near  Pontiac  station,  adjoining  the  Scheid  farms.  After  his 
wife's  death  the  elder  Boehler  lived  in  Monroeville,  marry¬ 
ing  a  second  time,  Mrs.  Carrie  Leonhart .  He  held  offices 
in  the  township  and  for  many  years  was  an  official  in 
the  Horse  Owners'  Association,  organised  for  the  purpose 
of  preventing  and  a  pprehending  horse  thievery,  more  or 
less  common  in  those  horse  and  buggy  days. 

Louisa  Heyman  Scheid' s  maternal  grandparents  were  Wil¬ 
liam  Anton  "Squire"  Bill'  Heyman  and  his  wife  ^ohanetta 
HohrHeyman,  both  natives  of  Germany,  who  settled  in  Sher¬ 
man  township  where  they  became  large  land  owners,  and  where 
William  Heyman  served  as  justice  of  the  peace  for  many 
years.  She  is  a  direct  descendant  of  the  Ka Itenholzhausen 
Heyman s  who  emigrated  to  this  country  in  two  branches  in 
1849  and  1852,  the  Hunts  Corners  and  the  Weavers  Corners 
branches,  she  belonging  to  the  latter  line  originating 
with  William  Conrad  Heyman  and  his  wife  Mary  Margaret  Op- 
perman. 

Louise  Heyman  Boehler  Scheid  received  her  education 
in  the  Boehler  district  school  which  was  located  near  her 
home,  and  in  the  parochial  school  of  the  church  at  Pontiac. 
She  assisted  her  mother  at  home  until  her  marriage  in  her 
eighteenth  year.  She  died  October '28,  1938,  and  is  buried 
in  Riverside  cemetery,  Monroeville,  Ohio,  she  was  of  med¬ 
ium  height  and  stature,  with  dark  hair,  of  quiet  and  re¬ 
served  disposition,  a  devoted  wife  and  mother.  Her  husbadd 
deeply  mourned  her  departure  an-3  often  commended  her  with 
the  words,  ''She  was  good  to  me  and  my  children." 

After  his  marriage  Charles  Scheid  moved  into  one  of  the  spa¬ 
cious  brick  homes  on  the  Latham  farm  and  operated  part  of  this 
farm  until  1906  when  he  took  over  140  acres  of  it  from  his 
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father#  Later  ho  modernized  the  home  and  built  a  new  barn.  He 
was  very  proud  of  his  farm  and  his  stock,  a  careful  and  orderly 
manager  and  workman,  and  interested  in  educating  his  children. 
He  vns  a  Beilstoin  in  features  and  temperament,  tall  and  slen¬ 
der,  of  temperate  habits,  and  industrious.  He  and  his  family 
wore  active  members  of  St.  Peter's  Lutheran  church  of  x'ontiac 
where  he  held  offices  from  time  to  time  and  where  his  wife  was 
a  devoted  membor  of  the  woman’s  missionary  society.  He  was  a 
Republican  in  politics,  but  never  held,  public  office.

,-Henry  G.  Sutter  until  her  confirmation  by  Pastor  Sutter  in 
1912.  She  received  her  grade  school  education  in  the  Hunts 
Corners  district  school  of  Lyme  township  and  was  graduated  from 
Monroeville  high  school  in  1917,  and' from  the  Huron  County 
■Normal  School  located  in  Monroeville, in  1918.  She  then  began 
a  teaching  career. 

Her  first  school  was  in  the  Opperman  district  on  the  Section 
Line  road  in  Lyme  t ownshio .  She  then  taught  several  years  in 
the  third  and  fourth  grades  of  the  Lyme  township  Consolidated 
School.

Henry  now  taking  over  his  part  of  the  farm  of  149  acres  in  Lyme 
and  Sherman  townships  in  1902,  and  his  brother  Charles  later  t  king 
over  the  remainder  of  this  large  farm  as  his  own.  The  old 
brick  house  was  remodeled  and  large  new  barn  erected,  making 
tho  farm  one  of  the  fine  agricultural  plants  of  the  community. 

The  story  is  told  that  the  family  who  had  lived  in  the  house 
before  this  did  not  get  along  togarher  very  well  and  in  vio¬ 
lent  fits  of  temper  throw  things  at  each  other,  often  hitting 
the  windows  instead  of  themselves,  as  the  many  cracked  nanos , 
and  even  to  this  day  some  of  tho  smaller  marks  on  those  win¬ 
dows,  testify. 

Henry  Schoid  was  a  farmer,  who"  made  farming  both  his  work 
and  his  hobb^.  HG  was  a  home  loving  man  who  did  not  care  for 
crowds,  mootings  or  organizations  of  any  kind.  He  was  a  Repub¬ 
lican  in  politics,  but  never  sought  or  hc3d  any  kind  of  of¬ 
fice.  At  one  time,  however,  he  was  oersuaded  to  accept  a 
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directorship  in  the  Bellevue  Farmers  GieVator  company.  &e  was 
a  faithful  member  of  St*  Peter’s  Lutheran  church  of  Pontiac, 
but  evenhere  declined'to  hold  office.  He  was  above  average  in 
height  and  well  built,  had  dark  hair,  wore  a  mustache  from 
you4;h,  and  was  a  Scheid  in  features  but  a  ^eilstein  in  temper¬ 
ament.  He  died  May  21,  1937,  and  is  buried  in  the  Pontiac 
church  cemetery.

Scheid,  was  born  near  Pontiac,  Ohio,  July  27,  1902,  She  attend¬ 
ed  the  district  school  at  Hunts  0orners.  At  that  time  it  was 
necessary  to  pass  the  Ohio  Boxwell  examinations  to  enter  high 
school.  She  and  most  members  of  hor  class  qualified  in  this 
te«t,but  the  whole  class  decided  to  go  through  the  eighth  grade 
again  before  entering  high  school.  The  next  year  she  entered

She  began  her  educational  career  in  the  district 
school  of  Hunts  Corners,  and  was  was  graduated  from  Monroeville 
high  school  ini 921.  In  preparation  for  teaching,  she  spent 
one  year  in  the  Huron  County  Normal  school  at  Monroeville,  and 
was  graduated  from  Ashland  C0iiegef  Ashland,  Ohio  in  a  two- 
year  teacher’s  course  in  1927*  The  next  year,  having  met  the 
retirements  through  college  training  and  teaching  she  received 
an  elemomtary  life  certificate  April  13,  1928.

ms  the  sixth  child  and  third  daughter  of 
Johann  Jakob  Wilhelm  Scheid  and  his  wife 
Anna  Barbara  Beilstein  Scheid„  She  was  born  on  the  homestead 
farm  in  Sherman  township  near  Pontiac,  Ohio,  August  15,  1871. 
She  attended  the  Hunts  Corners  district  school  in  Lyme  town¬ 
ship  and  later  the  Claus  district  in  Sherman  township.  She  al¬ 
so  attended  the  German  parochial  school  of  the  church  until  her 
confirmation  in  1885  by  Pastor  August  C.  Ulrich. 

She  was  never  married  and  remained  at  home  t  o  assist  her 
mother  in  the  household  duties  and  later  with  her  sister  Hjnm 
had  charge  of  the  large  and  beautiful  home,  which  was  a  favor¬ 
ite  rendezvous  of  relatives  from  far  and  near,  and  where  gen¬ 
uine  old  fashioned  hospitality  w  as  dispensed  by  the  sisters 
on  many  occasions* 

Minnie,  as  she  was  known,  was  a  pretty  girl  of  medium 
height  and  physique,  with  the  Scheid  features  and  the  Beilstein 
temperament.  In  early  youth  she  once  fell  down  the  cellar 
steps,  injuring  her  head,  and  from  that  time  on  was  in  sub¬

Mrs*  Valentine  Golde, 
who  had  been  brought  into  the  Scheid  home  from  a  displaced 
persons  camp  in  Germany  observed  an  old  Latvian  custom  of 
covering  the  bare  mounds  with  evergreen  and  weaving  an  ever¬ 
green  spray  to  lay  over  the  top  of  the  long  stone  that  stands 
at  the  head  of  the  four -grave  lot. 
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GEORGE  AUGUST  SCHEID, 

seventh  child  and  fourth  son  of  Johann  Jakob 
Wilhelm  Scheid  and  his  wife  Anna  Barbara 
Beilstein  Scheid,  was  born  on  the  homestead  farm  of  his  father 
fc Sherman  township,  near  Pontiac,  Ohio,  Feb.  9,  1874 .  He  first 
attended  the  Claus  district  school  of  the  towns hi o  and  was  lat¬ 
er  transferred  to  the  Hunts  Corners  district  school  in  Lyme 
township,  and  completed  his  grade  school  education  in  the  Boeh- 
ler  district  in  Peru  township*  He  also  attended  the  German 
parochial  schoolat  Pontiac  until  his  confirmation  in  1887  by 
Pastor  August  C.  Ulrich  of  St*  Peter’s  Lutheran  church. 

He  assisted  his  father  and  brothers  on  the  various  farm 
tracts  they  were  operating*  He  was  also  one  of  the  brothers 
who  delighted  in  music,  and  played  the  flute,  the  violin  and 
the  piccolo.  At  one  time  he  played  in  a  small  orchestra 
with  his  brothers  Albert  hnd  John,  and  Otto  and  Alpha  Bores  and 
a  piano  dealer  in  Norwalk,  for  their  own  amusement  in  their

JOHANN  CHRISTIAN  'SCHEID 

was  the  eighth  child  and  fifth  'son  of  Johann 
Jakob  Wilhelm  Scheid  and  his  wife  &nnz\  Bar¬ 
bara  Beilstoin  Scheid.  He  was  born  on  thd  homestead  farm  at 
Pontiac  in  Sherman  township,  Huron  county,  Ohio,  May  8,  1876. 

As  a  you*;h  he  attended  the  district  schools  in  the  Claus  dis¬ 
trict  south  of  his  home,  and  later  the  Boehler  district  north 
of  his  home.  During  the  summer  months  he  was  a  student  in  the 
German  Lutheran  parochial  school  at  Pontiac  until  his  confirma¬ 
tion  in  1889  by  Rev.  August  C.  Ulrich.  While  attending  school 
under  Faye  Tremain  in  the  Boehler  district  he  and  his  brother 
Fred  studied  shorthand  evenings  with  this  teacher  as  their 
instructor,  and  became  proficient  enough  to  be  able  to  write 
business  letters  at  the  rate  of  100  words  a  minute.  Still  lat-' 
er  ho  pursued  a  bookkeeping  course  in  O^erlin  Business  College, 
at  Oberlin,  Ohio,  during  one  winter. 

His  special  hobby  was  music.  He  learned  to  play  the  piano 
and  was  organist  in  St.  Peter's  Lutheran  church  for  38  years, 
having  started  at  a  salary  of^.00  per  year*  In  the  latter 
part  of  this  period  he  mostly  directed  younger  organists,  his 
own  nieces.  He  also  gave  organ  and  piano  lessons  to  a  num¬ 
ber  of  younger  relati\Tes  and  neighbors.  When  Carey  Beamer 
taught  the  Pontiac  school,  he  organized  a  small  orchestra  of 
which  John  was  pianist,  with  several  of  the  Willard,  Ohio, 
band  boys  and  Father  Albert  Brandt  of  St.  Sebastian’s  Cath¬ 
olic  church  of  Bismarck,  Ohio.  These  young  men  gathered  even¬ 
ings  or  Sundays  to  practice  and  play  just  for  their  own  amuse¬ 
ment.  He  also  played  the  mandolin. 

John  Scheid  assisted  his  father  on  the  farms  which  he  had 
accumulated  in  Peru,  Lyme  and  Sherman  townships  until  his  mar¬ 
riage  to  Gertrude  Leonora  Schild,  the  wedding  taking  place 
October  18,  1905,  in  the  bride’s  home  with  Rev.  William  F. 

Rose,  of  St.  Peter’s  Lutheran  church  officiating. 

Gertrude  Leonora  Schild  was  the  only  daughter  of  George 
P.  Schild  and  ;  *  Elisabetha  Herner  Schild.  She  was  bom 
May  14,  1886  on  the  farm  southeast  of  Pontiac  in  Peru  town¬ 
ship.  Her  paternal  grandparents  were  George  Schild  and  his 
second  wife  Katherine  Hasselbach  gchild,  both  natives  of 
Germany, ’and  farmers  at  various  times  in  Eric  and  Wood 
counties,  Ohio,  and  in  Sherman  and  Greenfield  townships 
in  Huron  county.  Her  maternal  grandparents  were  Phedius 
Hoerner  and  his  wife  Magdalena  Hildebrand  Hoerner ,  both 
natives  of  Germany,  also  farmers,  who  became  early  settlers 
in  Sherman  township  and  later  residing  on  Route  99  south 
of  Pontiac  station. 

Gertrude* s  father  and  his  brother  Charles  after  their 
marriages  left  the  Greenfield  township  farm  of  their  fath¬ 
er  and  became  owners  of  commodious  homes  on  largo  and  fer¬ 
tile  farms  on  the  Schild  road  south  of  Pontiac.  Her  m  rents 
are  buried  in  St.  Peter’s  church  cemetery.  Her  mother, 
who  some  time  after  her  husband’s  death  kept  house  for  her 
widowed  brother  Vitus  until  his  death,  then  lived  with  her 
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daughter's  family  until  her  own  death,  Gertrude  Schild 
Scheid  is  a  niece  of  former  Senator  W.  H.  Her  ler,  now  of 
Norwalk,  Cfoio,  and  in  early  years  a  popular  and  very  ef¬ 
ficient  country  school  teacher.  She  attended  the  Pontiac 
district  school  and  the  church  parochial  school  until  her 
confirmation  by  Rev.  W  illiam  F.  Rose  of  St.  Peter rs  Luth¬ 
eran  church,  of  which  congregation  she  was  a  lifelong  mem¬ 
ber.  She  suffered  with  a  heart  ailment  in  her  later 
years  and  after  a  long  illness  with  many  intermittent  at¬ 
tacks  died  in  Good  Samaritan  hospital,  Sandusky,  Ohio, 

Dec.  5,  1949,  and  is  buried  in  the  Pontiac  church  ceme¬ 
tery. 

She  was  a  home -loving  wife  and  mother*  She  was  stout 
in  physioue  and  had  the  Schild  features.  She  was  of  even 
temperament  and  disposition.

His  political  affiliation  is 'with  the  Republican  party.  He 
served  two  six-year  terms  as  Peru  township t rustee.  He  has 
been  a  director  of  the  Huron  county  Fair  Board  for  24  years  and 
has  also  been  a  director  and  agent  for  the  Huron  County' Fire 
Insurance  Company  with  headquarters  at  North  Fairf ield,  Ohio, 
for  the  past  19  years,  succeeding  his  cousin  August  Scheid 
who  had  previously  held  this  office  for  many  years.  He  is  a 
director  of  the  Monroeville  Cooperative  Grain  Company,  and 
was  for' five  years  a  director  of  the  Farm  Bureau  Blevator  at 
Norwalk,  Ohio.

After  donating  his 
old  organ  which  ho  had  continued  playing  at  home,  to  the  Pon¬ 
tiac  Lutheran  church  for  use  in  its  basement  room,  he  purchased 
another  and  still  enjoys  playing  hymns  and  church  music,  ^or 
some  summers  it  was  his  first  exercise  upon  arising  in  the  morn¬ 
ing. 
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After  the  death  of  his  mother-in-law,  Mrs. 'Elisabeth  Schild, 
John  Scheid  married  the  second  time.  May  12,  1951,  in  the 
Lutheran  parsonage  in  Monroeville,  he  was  married  by  Rev.

His  ancestors  came  from  England 
and  Ireland.  The  parents  are  now  living  in  Sandusky, 
where  the  father  is  manager  and  owner  of  the  Gredit  Bu¬ 
reau  of  Erie  county  since  1946,  having  been  formerly  em¬ 
ployed  by  the  Interstate  Accounts  Service  as  collector 
in  Chicago,  Ill.

ninth  child  and  sixth  son  of  Johann 
Jakob  Wilhelm  Scheid  and  his  wife  An¬ 
na  Barbara  Beilstein  Scheid,  was  born  on  the  farm  in  Sherman 
township  near  Pontiac,  ^hio,  -W.  25,  1878  ,  His  district  school 
education  began  in  the  Claus  school  of  Sherman  township  and  was 
finished  In  the  Boehler  district  where  a  schoolh ouse  that  had 
stood  on  Route  99  near  the  Hof acker  farm  had  been  torn  down  and 
a  new  one  built  near  the  Philip  Boehler  residence.  This  former 
school  building  was  the  place  where  the  first  meeting  was  held 
to  organize  the  .  Peter’s  Lutheran  congregation  of  Pontiac. 
Fred  also  attended  the  German  parochial  school  at  Pontiac  un¬ 
til  his  confirmation  in  1892  by  Pastor  Frederick  J.  Schulz. 

ith  his  brother  John  he  at  one  time  studied  shorthand  even¬ 
ings  under  teacher  Faye  Tremain  the  Boehler  school  and  had 
attained  a  speed  of  100  words  a  minute  in  writing  business  let¬ 
ters  . 

He  was  the  only  one  of  the  four  younger  brothers  who  did  not 
participate  in  their  musical  activities,  but  thoroughly  enjoyed 
music.  He  assisted  his  father  and  brothers  on  the  farms  and 
-after  his  brother  George's  decth  gradually  retired  from  active 
farming,  renting  the  land  to  neighbors.  The  brothers  were  also 
for  many  years  engaged  in  raising  purebred  Shorthorn  cattle 
and  registered  Poland  China  hogs,  having  fine  herds  which 
..  were  their  special  pride. 

When  the  two,  older  sisters  became  incapacitated  for  house¬ 
keeping  Fred  cared  for  both  and  helped  in  the  household  duties. 
While  sister  Minnie  was  in  the  Colvin  home  in  Clyde  he  applied 
for  a  displaced  person  in  a  German  camp.  In  March  1949,  ^rs. 
Valentine  Golde,  a  widowed  refugee  from  Latvia  who  had  for 
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five  years  been  in  a  German  Refugee  camp.  Insula,  in  Bavaria, 
near  Hitler's  old  rendezvous  at  Berchtesgaden, ' was  sant  to 
him  by  the  National  Lutheran  Council  of  America,  to  become  his 
housekeeper. 

During  1951  representatives  of  many  nations  and  national¬ 
ities  participated  in  the  dedication  of  the  Insula  H0me  for 
hard  core"  displaced  persons  on  Sunday,  May  The  plan  for 
this  home,  located  in  the  Bavarian  Alps  of  Germany,  was  con¬ 
ceived  by  the  Lutheran  World  Federation  Service  to  Refugees, 
and  realized  through  the  cooperation  of  the  LWF„,  the  Interna¬ 
tional  Rofugee  Organization,  and  the  Inner  Mission,  a  welfare 
agency  of  the  Evangelical  Church  of  Germany.  Nearly  500  aged 
and  sick  displaced  people  unable  to  be  sent  out  of  the  country 
are  living  in  this  home, 

Mrs,  Golde  arrived  too  late  to  care  for  Fred’s  sister  Emma, 
bur  remained  to'keep  his  home  for  him , 

On  January  5,  1951,  Fred  Scheid  was  married  to  Mr§#  Valen¬ 
tine  Golde,  in  the  Lutheran  parsonage  in  Monroeville,  by  their 
nastor.  Rev,  Ralph  M.  Ground, 

Mrs,  Valentine  Amalija  Kalejs  Scheid  was  born  December 
9,  1891  in  Walmiera,  TnTStvTa7~OTe^'f  the  Baltic  states 
occupied  during  the  World  War  II  first  by  the  Germans  and 
they  by  the  Russians,  and  by  the  deal  of  the  Big  Four 
turned  over  to  Stalin  at  the  end  of  the  war.  Her  father 
was  ffakabs  Kalejs  and  her  mother  was  Amalija  Jaeger  Kalejs, 
living  on  a  farm,  and  doing  business  in  flax.  Valentine 
Kalejs  attended  the  regular  grade  schools  of  her  country 
and  pursued  a  business  course  in  a  commercial  college. 

For  2$  years  she  was  secretary  for  Agricultural  Ministry, 
corresponding  to  our  A  A  A  in  this  country.  In  her  own 
country  she  was  married  to  Alfred  Golde,  an  attorney  of 
Riga,  Latvia.  This  man  during  the  restless  times  after 
^rld  War  I  desired  his  freedom  and  a  divorce  resulted. 

He  later  became  a  refugee  in  Germany  and  died  there.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  summer  of  1.944  when  it  seemed  that  the  Communists 
would  drive  the  Germans  out  of  Russia  and  overrun  Latvia, 
the  Germans  ordered  many  Latvians  to  come  to  Germany  to 
work  in  the  factories  and  military  establishments.  Fear¬ 
ing  Communist  conquest  many  of  the  Latvian  people  willingly 
acceded  to  these  orders,  not  because  they  loved  ^ermany, 
but  because  they  hated  Communism  and  wanted  to  help  de¬ 
feat  it.  Thus  it  was  that  Valentine  Golde  fled  her  own 
native  land  August  1,  1944,  passing  through  Poland,  Thur¬ 
ingia  into  Bavaria, .  where  she  worked  in  various  factories, 
mostly  in  kitchen  work  and  living  in  barracks  which  they 
called  chicken  coops" .These  people  claim  that  the  Germans 
were  as  good  to  them  as  they  were. able  to  be  and  they  pre¬ 
ferred  this  life,  hard  as  it  was,  to  Russian  slave  labor 
camps  or  Siberian  death  camps.  Later,  when  Russia  did 
drive  the  Germans  out,  multitudes  of  Latvians  fled  into 
Germany  as  pure  refugees.  They  named  their  camp  "Insula1 
a  Latin  name  for  "island"  as  they  were  a  foreign,  island 
in  another  country. 
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Among  the  refugees  in  this  camp  "was  the  aged  arch-bishop 
of  their  country,  and  other  relatives  of  ^rs«  Golde.  On 
^eb.  18,  1949,  Mrs.  Golde  left  Hamburg  on  the  ship  Marine- 
Shark  and  arrived  in  the  United  States  March  3,  landing  in 
New  Y0i»k^  end  then  coming  to  Pontiac. 

Mrs.  Valentine  Scheid  is  a  talented,  intelligent  lady  vho 
.  speaks  Latvian,  Russian  and  German  with  proficiency.  The 
English  language  has  been  very  difficult  for  her  to  speak. 

She  is  an  energetic  and  industrious  woman,  of  frugal  hab¬ 
its.  Her  sister,  Mrs*  Roberts  Erdmanis,  with  her  husband 
and  two  daughters  have  also  found  a  haven  of  refuge  in  Amer¬ 
ica,  first  having  been  quartered  in  a  North  Monroeville  home, 
and  now  living  in  Toledo,  Ohio,  where  Mr.  Roberts  Erdmanis, 
a  civil  engineer  in  his  own  country  is  employed  as  a  drafts¬ 
man  by  the  Toledo  Scale  Company.  ®ne  sister  having  lived 
in  Poland  on  a  large  farm,  of  which  she  has  now  been  deprived, 
is  experiencing  the  hard  life  of  a  communist -ruled  country. 

A  brother  and  a  sister  have  gone  to  Australia  to  begin  life 
anew.  The  aged  mother  died  in  Llibeck  last  year.  In  Latvia 
Mrs.  Valentine  Scheid  was  a  member  of  the  Latvian  Lutheran 
church  and  is  now  h  member  of  St.  Peter's  in  Pontiac. 

Fred  Scheid  has  never  held  offices  in  church  or  community.  In 
politics  he  is  a  Republican.  One  winter  he  and  his  brother 
Albert  attended  Ohio  Northern  University  at  Ada,  Ohio,  pursu¬ 
ing  a  business  course.  He  is  of  medium  height,  slender  in 
physique  with  the  Beilstein  features,  the  image  of  his  mother, 
a  man  of  good  habits,  friendly  and  even  tempered.  He  faithfully 
cared  for  the  two  sisters  in  their  last  days.  He  is  now  the 
sole  survivor  of  the  two  brothers  and  sisters  who  remained  in 
the  old  home.

tenth  child  and  seventh  son  of  Johann  Jakob 
Wilhelm  Scheid  and  his  wife  Anna  Barbara 
Beilstein  Scheid1.,  was  born  on  the  home  farm  in  Sherman  township, 
near  Pontiac,  Ohio,  Sept.  13,  1883.  He  received  his  early 
country  school  education  in  the  Boehler  district  of  Peru  town¬ 
ship.  He  also  attended  the  German  parochial  school  of  the 
church  until  his  confirmation  in  St.  Peter’s  Lutheran  church 
of  Pontiac  in  1898  by  Rev.  Frederick  J.  Schulz.  One  winter  he 
pursued  a  business  course  at  Ohio  Northern  University,  Ada, 

Ohio,  with  his  brother  Fred  and  two  neighbor  boys.  Uater  he 
took  a  business  course  in  Sandusky  business  college,  but  his 
father  persuaded  him  not  to  go  into  an  office  and  to  stay  on 
the  farm.  V'/hile  in  Sandusky  he  lived  with  the  family  of  his 
cousin,  Harry  Beilstein. 
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He  remained  at  home  with  his  two  sisters  and  brothers,  George 
and  Fred,  and  Emma  and  Minnie,  operating  the  farms  of  his  f eth¬ 
er  who  had  retired  from  active  agricultural  operations.

Albert  was  interested  in  music,  playing  the  cornet,  He  De- 
longed  to  the  little  orchestra  with  his  brothers  and  neighbors 
which  gathered  to  play  for  their  own  amusement,  and  at  farmers' 
institutes  and  other  mee tings, 

Nov,  4,  1933,  he  was  married  to  Mrs.  Vena  Irene  Puder  Neid- 
hardt  of  Elyria,  Ohio,  by  Rev,  Edwin  Kirby  at  Akron,  Ohio. 

Vena  Irene  Puder  was  the  daughter  of  Frederick  Conrad 
Puder  and  his  wife  Mary  Anna  ^tone  Puder.  She  was  born  in 
0 larksfie Id,  Chj,o,  ^ec,  13,  1896.  She  attended  elementary 
school  at  Giaricsf ield,  and  was  graduated  from  Takeman 
high  school  and  later  from  Oberlin  Kindergarten  •’Primary 
Training  School  inOberlin, Ohio.  She  taught  in  the  Wakeman 
public  schools  and  also  in  Flint,  Michigan.  Jh  1922  she 
was  married  to  Carl  D.'Neidhardt  in  Flint,  Michigan.  Mr. 
Neidhardt  died  July  3^,  1929. 

following  their  marriage,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Albert  Scheid  went  to 
live  in  W  akeman ,  where  he  was  engaged  as  a  painter.  They 
s^end  their  winters  in  Florida,  at  Daytona  Beach,  where  Al¬ 
bert  also  plies  his  trade.  They  are  both  members  of  Community 
Methodist  church  of  Daytona  Beach.  Their  summers  they  s^end 
in  their  small  country  home  in  Makeman,  Ohio. 

Albert  is  of  average  height  and  wei~ht,  with  the  square 
build  and  features  of  the  Scheids,  with  light  hair.  H0  is 
of  sociable  disposition  and  an  energetic  and  reliable  work¬ 
man.  He  has  been  in  ill  health  for  a  number  of  years,  hav¬ 
ing  had  a  number  of  major  operations  for  a  persistent  kid¬ 
ney  ailmont,  several  times  so  serious  that  life  was  de¬ 
spaired  of. 
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ANNA  MARIE  PHILIPPINE  SCHEID 

(Aunt  Emmy  or  Emmy  Tanto )  the  eighth  child  and 
sixth  daughter  of  Johann  Wilhelm  Scheid  and  his 
wifo  Elisabotho  Cathorino  Crocolius  Schoid,  was  born  Oct.  10, 
in  Horingen,  ^uchy  of  Nassau,  Germany.  She  attended  the  village 
school  in  Heringon  tho  required  period  for  all  Gorman  youth  at 
that  timo,  and  assisted  her  mother  in  the  homo  until  her  emigra¬ 
tion  to  America  in  1849  at  tho  ago  of  15  years.  In  Horingen 
she  attended  tho  State  Church  of  Nassau,  but  was  confirmed  in 
Amorica  by  a  Lutheran  pastor  in  the  Huron  county  courthouse  in 
Norwalk,  Ohio,  and  later  became  a  member  of  tho  St.  Peter’s 
Lutheran  church  of  Pontiac  whon  it  was  founded  in  1859. 

In  stature  "Ami"  (a  contraction  of  Anna  Mario)  or  "Emmy"  as 
she  was  known  in  her  family,  was  a  dwarf.  S^c  lived  in  the  old 
homo  of  the  family  with  her  parents  until  their  deaths  and 
then  with  her  older  brother  Johann  Wilhelm,  and  still  later 
with  her  brother  Jakob,  helping  tho  sistors-in-law  in  the 
household  duties  and  tho  care  of  tho  young or  children.  She 
sometimes  also  assistod  in  tho  homo  of  other  relatives, and 
at  one  time  kept  house  for  Jacob  Crocolius  of  Oxford  township, 
a  relative  of  the  family,  after  the  death  of  his  first  wifo 
until  his  second  marriage. 

Whon  her  mother  sold  the  homo  farm  to  her  two  oldors  sons, 
William  and  Jakob,  they  signed  an  agreement  with  her  to  allow 
their  sister  "Emmy"  a  room  in  either  of  their  homos  as  long  as 
she  remained  unmarried  and  supporting  her so If. 

She  was  the  godmother  of  a  number  of  nephows  and  nieces  and 
was  known  as  "Die  kleine  Goto"  (the  little  godmother),  or  as 
"Die  Ami-Gote"  (the  Ami -godmother ) .  She  was  a  little  woman  of 
strong  will  and  of  somewhat  domineering  yet  well  meant  spirit. 
She  was  a  great  knitter,  knitting  much  of  tho  footwear  for  the 
Scheid  families.  At  one  time,  according  to  a  tradition  of  those 
days,  she  had  knit  for  each  of  the  women  relatives  including  the 
in-laws  a  beautiful  pair  of  white  stockings  to  bo  laid  away 
with  their  burial  clothes,  or  when  needed  for  their  burials. 

She  loved  to  visit  the  nephews  and  nieces  living  in  the  com¬ 
munity,  walking  several  miles  in  tho  dusty  roads  and  carrying 
her  knitting  with  her  to  occupy  her  nimble  fingers  while  visit¬ 
ing. 

The  last  years  of  her  life  were  so  burdensome  that  she  was 
confined  to  tho  bouse  all  of  the  time,  but  kept  up  her  religious 
devotions  as  faithfully  as  ever.  She  died  in  tho  home  of  her 
brother  Jakob,  Nov *18,  1904,  and  is  buried  in  the  Pontiac  St. 
Peter's  Lutheran  church  cemetery.

(Aunt  Minnie),  ninth  child  and  seventh 
daughter  of  Johann  Wilhelm  Schoid  and  his 
wife  Elisabethe ' Catherine  Crocelius  Schoid,  was  born  in  Her ingen. 
Duchy  of  Nassau,  Germany,  July  11,  1837.  Her  monument  in  the 
Pontiac  cemetery  carries  the  date  as  June  18;  perhaps  there  is 
a  mixup  here  with  the  baptismal  date. 

She  attended  the  village  school  in  Heringen  until  sho  emi¬ 
grated  with  her  parents  to  America  in  1849,  at  the  age  of  12 
years.  It  is  not  known,  whether  she  ever  attended  the  English 
nublic  school  in  the  new  c®mmunity,  but  she  ms  confirmed' by  a 
Lutheran  pastor  in  the  Huron  county  courthouse  at  Norwalk,  0* 
Later,  when  the  Lutheran  church  was  organized  at  Pontiac,  in 
1859,  she  became  a  member  there, 

then  her  brother  Jakob  took  over  his  own  share  of  the  home 
farm  he  and  his  brother  ’Vilhelm  hod  acquired  from  their  mother, 
and  went  to  livo  in  the  log  cabin  there,  his  sister  ^innie ,  as 
she  was  called  by  her  family,  went  with  him  to  keep  house  un¬ 
til  his  marriage , 

A  year  before  her  mother’s  decease,  Minnie  preceded  her  in 
death  ^ec.21,  1861,  aged  24  years.  She  is  buried  near  her  moth¬ 
er  in  the  Pontiac  church  cemetery  in  the  first  row  of  graves.

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JOHANN  CHRISTIAN  SCHEID 

The  father  of  this  branch  of  the  Soheid  Family  adoted 
the  name  "Seids"  after  leaving  his  home  in  Pontiac.  For 
some  reason  English  people  seemed  to  find  it  difficult 
to  oronounce  the  name  Scheid  or  Scheidt  as  the  early 
American  family  spelled  it.  In  all  the  old  documents 
of  those  first  days  the  name  very  often  was  not  writ¬ 
ten  Scheid  nor  did  the  men  always  'sign  their  races' 
correctly.  We  .find  such  spellings  as  these:  Seite, 

Site,  Side,  Scheiti,  and  Sides.  Among  strangers  today 
yet  the  vowels  in  the  name  are  given  the  long  "e  in¬ 
stead  of  the  long  i"  sound,  and  sometimes  the  telephone 
operators  turn  the  name  into  Seitz,  Sides  and  even 
Hyde  . 

JOHANN  CHRISTIAN  SCHEID  (Seids)  was  the  youngest  son  born  to 
Johann  Wilhelm  Scheidt  and  Elisabeth  Catherine  Crecelius  Scheidt, 
at  Heringen,  Hucby  0f  Nassau,  Germany,  July  27,  1840.  His 
mother,  burdened  with  the  care  of  a  large  family  and  having 
already  reached  the  late  years  of  her  life,  more  or  less 
placed  the  young  boy  in  the  special  care  of  his  older  sister, 
Catherine  (later  Mrs.  Rau).  A  closer  relationship  grew  up 
between  the  two  which  lasted  for  many  years  after  they  both 
had  families  of  their  own. 

In  Johann  Christian  Seids'  birthyear  Queen  Victoria  of 
England  married  Prince  Albert  of  Saxe-Coburg  and  Gothe,  Ger¬ 
many.  In  this  year  France  brought  home  to  Paris  the  remains 
of  its  exiled  emperor  Napoleon  who  died  as  a  orisoner  on  the 
Island  of  Helena  in  1821,  to  be  interred  under  the  dome  of 
the  Invalides ;  Sir  Samuel  Cunard,  the  son  of  a  Philadelphia 
merchant  established  the  first  regular  steamship  line  between 
Liverpool  and  Boston,  which  encouraged  a  great  wave  of  emigra¬ 
tion  from  Ireland,  England  and  Germany  to  the  new  land.  In 
this  year  the  national  debt  of  the  United-  States  was  only 
..'5,250,815.00,  Frederick  W.  Faber  in  this  year  wrote  the  well- 
known  hymn,  "Faith  of  our  Fathers,  living  still,"  and  the  next 
year  Sarah  F,  Adams  wrote  the  hymn  "Nearer  My  God  To  Thee." 

And  this  w  as  the  two  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  year  in 
which  Charles  Wesley  had  written  the  beautiful  hymn,  'Jesus 
Lover  of  my  Soul." 

When  Johann  Christian  Soids  was  nine  years  old  the' family 
emigrated  to  the  United  States  and  settled  at  Pontiac,  Huron 
county,  Ohio,  in  the  year  1849,  where  they  purchased  lan'1  and 
were  farmers.  Here  he  grew  to  manhood.  He  lost  his  father 
while  still  a  young  boy  of  twelve,  and  assisted  his  older 
brothers  who  operated  the  farm  for  their  mother.  When  he  left 
home  he  changed  the  spelling  of  his  name  to  Seids,  believing 
it  was  more  euphonious. 
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In  his  twenty-first  year  he  was  employed  in  a  store  in  Van 
-•ort,  Ohio,  by  a  Mr.  Kahn,  and  when  the  Civil  War  broke  out  in 
1861,  his  mother  objocted  to  his  enlisting.  Here  wo  find  again 
an  illustration  of  these  do ace -loving  common  German  people 
whose  rulers  were  almost  constantly  engaged  in  war,  trying  to 
got  away  from  this  continual  strife  and  the  militarism  of  their 
country;  and  when  they  found  war,  and  civil  war  at  that,  so 
shortly  after  they  had  settled  in  thoir  now  homeland,  they 
shrank  from  engaging  in  it.  For  this  reason  Johann  Christian 
Seids  went  to  the  state  of  Kansas,  where  ho  found  employment 
in  a  sutler’s  store  (a  trading  post  in  those  early  days  of  the 
west )  at  Fort  Zarriah,  near  ^  ort  Leavenworth,  Kansas. 

The  family  wore  Lutherans  and  he  grew  up  in  that  faith. 

His  first  yoars  of  schooling  were  spent  in  the  village  school 
of  his  native  village,  What  English  schools  existed  here 
In  Fcru  township  during  his  youth  is  not  known.  Neither  was 
the  German  parochial' school  yet  in  existence  up  to  his  twen¬ 
tieth  year.  However,  he  with  his  older  sisters  Anna  Marie 
Philippine  and  Marie  Wilhelmine  were  confirmed  in  the  Huron 
county  court  house  at  Norwalk,  Ohio,  likely  during  or  before 
the  year  1853.  A  Rev.  Vincous  Klein  coming  out  of  Sandusky 
had  started  a  Lutheran  congregation  in  Norwalk  in  1851,  and 
had  completed  a  church  there  in  1853.  It  Is  ^ quite  likely 
that  this  minister  baptized  and  confirmed  tho  children  of 
Lutbran  settlers  in  the  court  house  during  this  time. 

In  Johann  Christian  Sq Ids ’  youth  there  was  also  a  minis¬ 
ter  from  Germany  who  had  come  t  o  Huron  and  Seneca  counties  in 
°hio  and  started  congregations,  by  the  name  of  William"  8ehmo- 
grow.  He  was  at  this  time  in  charge  of  a  congregation,  both— 
lohem  Lutheran,  in  Caroline,  near  Attica,  Ohio,  and  also  at 
the  latter  town .  Here  lived  the  Rahring  family.  Through' 
the  church  connections  of  the  Schcid  and  Rahring  families, 
Christ.  Schcid,  a s  he  was  then  known,  met  Anna  Magdalcna  Rah- 
ring,  and  on  January  2,  1866,  they  were  married  at  Caroline* 

In  the  spring  of  that  year  "Christian  Scheldt  and  his  wife 
Magdalcna  Scheldt"  sold  to  his  brother  Johann  Jakob  Scheldt 
a  tract  of  land,  sixteen  acres,  in  Peru  township,  along  the 
old  Bochlcr  road;  this  eiccc  of  land  likely  having  cane  into 
his  possession  when  his  mother ’ sold’ the  larger  part  of  the 
home  farm  to  the  two  older  sons  in  the  first  sale  deal. 

0n  Feb,  6,  1866  Christian  Sqids  and  his  wife  signed  a  deed 
as  f  oil ows  : 


Anna  J%gdalona  Rahring  was  born  Dec.  18,  1841,  the  daugh- 
ter  "cF~John  ValentineHahring  and  his  wife  Barbara  ^ischer 
Hime  Rahring,  both  born  in  Germany,  and  quite  well  to  do 
in  their  native  land,  owing  40  acres  of  land,  a  7-acre  vineyard 
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and  a  stono  house  in  the  village  of  Obereisheim  on  the 
Rivor  Main,  which  flows  along  the  southern  boundary  of 
Nassau  into  the  River  Rhine,  and  somewhere  near  the 
larger  citios  of  Darmstadt  and  Stuttgart. 

Her  father  was  a  wagon  maker  and  was  sold  on  the 
idea  of  coming  to  America  by  afellow  who  had  been  in 
America  and  wanted  to  return,  and,  it  would  seem,  was 
hoping  to  be  staked  to  return  passage.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rahr- 
ing  were  much  disappointed  on  arrival,  and  in  1849  Mr. 
R.ohring  joined  a  group  and  went  to  California  overland. 

Ho  panned  for  gold  with  no  luck  and  then  got  a  job  as  a 
cook.  He  suffered  an  attack  of  typhoid  fever  from  which 
he  nearly  died.  After  threo  years  ho  returned  to  his  fam¬ 
ily  in  Mansfield,  ^hio,  via  boat  around  Cape  Horn,  and 
took  his  family  to  Caroline,  O^io  where  he  purchased  land 
and  whoro  his  daughter  Lena,  as  she  was  known,  grew  to 
womanhood. 

John  V.  Rahring  was  a  tall  man  of  average  weight.  Be¬ 
ing  a  wagon  maker,  he  maintained  awagon  shop  on  his  farm 
where  during  the  winters  he  would  build  wagons  and  oper¬ 
ate  his  farm  during  the  summers.  His  wife,  Barbara  Rahr¬ 
ing,  was  five  feet  three  inches  tall  and  weighed  about 
140  pounds.  ms  a  very  devout  Lutheran  and  attended 

church  regularly.  On  coming  to  America,  she  refused  to 
learn  the  English  language  because  she  had  hoard  people 
joke  about  the  attempts  of  foreigners  at  speaking  Eng¬ 
lish,  and  rather  than  be  laughed  at  she  chose  to  retain 
her  German  as  her  only  language.  As  long  as  she  lived 
German  was  always  spoken  in  the  home  of  her  daughter  and 
son-in-law  who  insisted  that  in  this  way  there  be  no 
misunderstanding  of  conversation  in  the  homo.  Both  she 
and  her  husband  arc  buried  in  the  Fountain  Grove  cemetery 
in  Bryan,  Ohio. 

After  thoir  marriage ' Mr .  and' Mrs.  Christ.  Saids  set¬ 
tled  in  Bryan,  v.rilli ams  county,  Ohio,  whore  he  and  his 
wife’s  half  brother,  Jacob  Hinc,  purchased  a  grocery, 
and  some  time  after  took  in  a  partner,  Fran^  Foote,  the 
firm  being  known  as  Hirae,  Scids  and  Foote.  His  wife ’ s 
parents,  tiring  of  being  alone  on  the  farm  and  being  in 
a  position  to  retire,  sold  thoir  holdings  in  Seneca  county 
and  joined  their  son-in-law  at  Bryan.  With  his  father-in- 
law’s  help,  J~C.Scids,  as  he  was  known  in  the  business 
world,  purchased  two  business  lots  and  erected  two  store 
buildings  on  the  southeast  corner  of  the  Court  House 
Square,  fronting  on  the  Main  street  and  north  of  Walnut. 
This  was  in  1871.  They  had  tho  corner  building  up  threo 
stories  when  a  storm  cano  and  blow  the  structure  down. 

^hey  then  finished  the  buildings  as  two-story  structures. 
Himc,  Scids  and  Foote  occupied  tho  corner  store  with  gro¬ 
ceries  and  qucenswarc  and  did  a  flourishing  business.  Himc 
and  Foote  withdrew  from  the  firm  with  a  good  start  for 
themselves.  Himc  went  to  Toledo  and  opened  a  puccnswarc 
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store  and  Foote  wont  west,  Hime  later,  owing  to  his  wife 
and  relatives  bleeding  him  white,  went  broke. 

J.  C.  Scids  carried  on  alone  in  the  business  until 
1881  when  ho  made  an  assignment  for  the  benefit  of  his 
creditors.  Hc  had  had  a  good  trade  but  there  were  leaks 
that  hc  was  unable  to  control.  It  was  his  wife’s  opinion 
that  a  bookkeeper  of  his,  a  good  Presbyterian  who  sang 
in  the  choir  and  a  very  sanctimonious  follow,  who  support¬ 
ed  chis  father’s  largo  family  on  $75. CT  a  month,  had  been 
instrumental  in  causing  some  of  these  leaks.  This  man, 
after  Scids ’  failure  went  to  Lincoln,  Nc-braska,  where  ho 
started  a  bank  and  lived  homily  ever  after. 

The  v/ inter  of  1881  and  1882  J.  C .  Scids  moved  to  a  l/4 
section  of  land  five  miles  southeast  of  Bryan  which  his 
wife  had  inherited  from  her  father  who  had  tho  foresight 
to  make  this  provision  for  her*  There  was  a  four-room 
house,  a  fountain,  and  a  good  barn  on  the  place,  about 
25  acres  of  which  had  been  plowed  and  25  acres  in  clearing. 
The  rest  of  the  la  nr1  was  covered  with  good  heavy  timber, 
consisting  of  oak,  hickory,  ash  and  olm  which  hc  had  cut 
into  saw-logs  and  sold  during  tho  winters  of  1882  and 
1883,  and  finished  tho  winters  of  1883  and  18q4.  VJhile 
working  on  the  land  in  April,  1884,  ho  contract  ;d  pneu¬ 
monia  and  died  April  13,  1884.  Ho  was  buried  in  tho 
Fountain  Groye  cemetery  at  Bryan.  Ohio. 

J.  C.  Scids  joined  the  Masons  and  Odd  Follows  and  on- 
joyed  the  fraternal  orders  and  took  part  in  their  activ¬ 
ities.  Being  a  member  of  tho  Lutheran  church,  his  lodge 
affiliations,  along  with  the  sane  affiliations  of  other 
members  of  his  congregation,  wore  objected  to  by  his  cas¬ 
tor,  who  was  joined  by  part  of  tho  membership  .  A  sol it 
took  place  in  the  congregation,  and  hc  and  his  family 
thereafter  attended  the  Presbyterian  church  and  Sunday- 
school*  With  this  ended  their  German  instructions,  and 
being  in  an  English  speaking  community,  tho  family  had 
little  opoortunityto  keep  up  their  Gorman. 

These  wore  the  years  when  the  lodge  controversy  was 
quite  strong  in  tho  Lutheran  as  well  as  in  several  other 
denominations.  His  pastor  untactfuliy  had  advised  Mrs. 
Scids  that  unless  her  husband  gave  up  his  lodge  membership 
hc  would  bo  expelled  from  the  congregation,  and  also  ad¬ 
vised  her  to  divorce  her  husband,  to  which  she  replied: 

"If  tho  church  is  not  big  enough  for  my  husband,  it  is 
no  place  for  mo."  'A  lawsuit  was  started  over  the  owner¬ 
ship  of  tho  church  property,  consisting  of  a  church  ed¬ 
ifice,  a  building  about  28  by  40  feet  boated  with  wood- 
burning  stoves,  and  a  parsonage  of  about  7  rooms,  the  t 
did  not  have  a  combined  value  of  13,000.00.  Litigation 
went  on  for  several  years  until  some  four  to  five  thousand 
dollars  was  scent.  The  Missiouxi  synod  element  won  the 
suit  and  tho  property. 
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In  his  last  illnoss  he  v/as  attended  'ey  Dr,  Cooney,  a  Mason 
and  a  member  of  his  lodge.  The  doctor  incuirod  of  Mrs.  Scids 
about  her  husband’s  insurance  and  sho  replied  that  she  had  re¬ 
ceived  the  third  and  last  call  for  an  assessment  in  the  Mason¬ 
ic  Mutual,  an  association  in  -which  he  had  a  $2,000.  policy, 
but  she  had  no  moans  to  pay  it.  Dr,  Cooney  took  the  notice,  re¬ 
mit  tod  tho  asses smont  of  $3.30  and  before  a  receipt  for  it  had 
been  reccivod,  his  patient  -was  doad.  However,  the  policy  was 
paid,  and  in  addition  ho  had  a  paid-up  policy  in  the  Penn  Mut¬ 
ual  Life  of  $640.00.  This  money  was  used  to  retire  the  mort¬ 
gage  which  had  boon  placed  on  the  land  his  wife  had  inherited 
from  her  father.  This  mortgage  of  $1500.00  at  1%  interest,  with 
intorost  accrued  for  two  years,  was  retired  from  the  amount  of 
insurance  he  left.  The  balance  was  used  for  various  obligations 
which  had  accumulated,  leaving  the  land  clear  of  debt  and  mak¬ 
ing  a  home  for  his  wife  and  children, 

Mrs,  Soids  kept  the  family  together  until  the  children  had 
all  grown  to  maturity,  Sh0  remained  on  the  farm  until  about 
1901  when  she  and  her  youngest  son  closed  out  the  farm  chat¬ 
tels  and  sh^  bought  a  home  in  Bryan  where  she  and  her  son 
Arthur  lived.  Left  alone  in  1904  when  Arthur  went  to  college 
for  his  professional  training,  she  continued  living  in  this 
hone  until  1909  when  she  was  married  to  Jacob.  Roger a  ..very. ... 
fine  nan.  They  continued  to  live  in  her  hone  until  Mr,  Reger 
died  in  1922 . 

She  continued  to  reside  here  and  took  great  pleasure  in  her 
garden  and  church  activities.  She  became  a  member  of  the  Eng¬ 
lish  Lutheran  church  and  received  great  coni' or  t  in  her  church 
affiliations  .  As  a  gardener  and  fruit  grower,  she  was  a  mar¬ 
vel,  greeting  and  budding  various  fruit  trees,  and  had  a  real 
orchard  on  her  lot,  of  60  by  220  feet.  She  raised  grapes,  all 
kinds  of  fruit  and  garden  stuffs  that  sono  would  have  raised 
on  five  tines  the  amount  of  ground. 

then  age  crept  upon  her  sho  went  to  live  with  her  youngest 
daughter,  Anna  Louise  Stall,  whose  husband  Darwin  Stall  and 
herself  gave  her  every  cayc  and  comfort  which  any  one  could 
ask.  In  this  hone,  at  Napoleon,  Ohio,  Mrs.  Scids  died  ^ay 
2,  1930.  She  was  buried  beside  her  first  husband  John  C „ 

Scids  in  Fountain  Grove  cemetery,  Bryan,  Ohio. 

J»  C.  Soids  %vas  five  feet  nine  inches  tall,  with  dark  brown 
hair  and  hazel  eyes.  His  weight  varied  up  to  230  pounds.  His 
wife  was  five  feet  five  inche s  tall,  and  in  her  younger  years 
had  frail  health,  but  in  later  years  sho  was  quite  rugged  and 
gained  weight.  She  was  of  fair  complex  ion.  All  her  children 
were  of  much  the  sane  build  and  varied  from  just  below  to  just 
above  average  height  and  weight,  from  170  to  230  pounds .  She 
was  remembered  by  her  nephews  and  nieces  in  Huron  and  Eric 
counties  as  a  lovely  and  beloved  aunt,  whose  visits  were  most 
welcomed  occasions.. 

Bereft  of  her  husband  and  loft  with  six  children,  the  oldest 
only  17  and ihc  youngest  3,  she  carried  on  with  the  old  daring 
Rahring  spirit  which  her  children  and  grandchildren  seen  to 
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have  inherited  from  her,  and  before  her  own  departure  saw  then 
all  well  established  in  their  own  hones  and  in  their  profes¬ 
sions.

first  daughter  and  first  child  of  John  Chris¬ 
tian  Scids  and  his  wife  Magdalena  Rahring  Scids 
was  born  at  Bryan,  Ohio,  April  18,  1867.  She  attended  the  Bry¬ 
an  schools  and  took  up  the  study  of  telegraphy.  Her  first 
position  was  with  the  Cincinnati- Jacks on-Mackinaw  Railroad  at 
Ncy,  Ohio,  where  she  was  station  agent  and  operator.  Later  she 
was  promoted  to  station  agent  at  Shanes  Crossi_ng  on  the  same 
railroad  where  the  Big  Four  crossed  tho  C .  J.  &  M„,  and  served 
in  the  same  capacity  as  agent  and  operator.  Later  she  took 
a  position  with  tho  Solar  Refining  Company  as  operator  at 
Lima,  Ohio,  and  remained  there  until  about  1894, 

She  continued  in  this  position  until  her  marriage  to  Adolph 
B«  Gibson,  a  mining  engineer,  of  Ccrrc  Col  Sonora,  Mexico^  "aha' 
went  to  live  with  him  at  Ncgais  Sonora ,  Mexico, 

Her  health  failed  and  she  went  to  Perry,  Oklahoma,  to  the 
home  of  her  sister,  Mrs,  J.  J.  Cummings,  where  she  died  ^pril 
2,  1898  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  She  is  buried  in  Fountain 
Grove  cemetery  at  Bryan,  Ohio.  There  wore  no  children. 
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EMMA  ROSETTA  SEIDS  CUMMINGS, 

socond  child  and  second  daughter  of  John 
Christian  Soids  and  his  wife  Magdalena 
Rahring  Soids,  was  born  in  Bryan,  Ohio,  Oct.  16,  1868.  She 
attendod  the  Bryan  schools  and  prepared  herself  for  teaching. 

She  taught  country  schools  for  several  terms,  and  in  1888  went 
to  Shenandoah,  Iowa,  and  pursued  a  business  course.  Upon  com¬ 
pletion  of' this  course  she  took  a  position  with  J.  J.  Cummings 
at  Mulhall,  Oklahoma,  in  the  fall  of  1888. 

On  Doc.  17,  1889  she  was  married  to  her  employer  in  Linficld, 
Kansas . 

John  James  Cummings  was  born  in  Charlottcnburg,  ^ntaria,  Can- 
ada,  ■P'cb.  13,  1855.  His  parents  were  John  Cummings  born  in 
1805  and  died  in  1891  in  Canada;  and  Margaret  MeDormin  born 
in  1817  and  died  inl900.

After  her  husband’s  death  Mrs.  Cummings  joined  her  daughter 
who  was  married  to  Judge  Charles  B.  Wi  Is  on,  residing  at  Paw- 
huska,  Oklahoma.  She  became  very  active  in  the  Prosbyterian 
church  there  and  was  superintendent  of  the  Sunday  school  for  a 
number  of  years.

She  attended 
the  country  schools  of  Williams  county  and  later  also  at¬ 
tonded  Bryan  high  school.  She  has  been  active  in  the 
King’ s  Daughters  organization  and  in  the  church. 
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After  his  marriage,  John  William  Seids  entered  Tri-State  Nor¬ 
mal  School  at  Angola,  Indiana,  -where  he  completed  his  pre¬ 
medical  training  and  entered  the  Medical'  Department  of  West¬ 
ern  Reserve  University  at  Cleveland,  Chip,  in  October,  1895, 
and  was  graduated  from  this  institution  May  25,  1898.

■was  born  April  3,  182C  in  the  village  of  Heringen, 
Duchy  of  Nassau,  Germany,  the  second  daughter  and 
third  child  of  Johann  Wilhelm  Soheid  and  his  wife  Elisabethe 
Catherine  Crecelius  Scheid. 

Her  birth  occurred  in  the  same  year  that.,  Jenny  Lind,  the 
famous  Swedish  singer,  was  born;  in  the  year  when  Spain  sold  the 
State  of  Florida  to  the  United  States  for  five  million  dollars; 
in  the  year  in  which  the  Missouri  Compromise  law  was  passed  by 
the  Uo  S. Congress,  admitting  Missouri  as  a  slave  state  and  for¬ 
ever  barring  any  more  states  north  and  west  of  Missouri  from 
entering  the  Union  as  slave  states, 

Christiana  Scheid,  or  Jana,  as  she  was  called,  from  the  last 
four  letters  of  her  name  " iana  which  in  German  are  pronounced 
"Yah-nah,"  received  the  German  girl’s  education  in  the  village 
school  and  was  confirmed  in  the  Evangelical  state  church  which 
had  three  years  before  her  birth  been  formed  by  the  emperor  of 
Prussia  out  of  the  Lutheran  and  Galvinistle  churches  of  his  do¬ 
mains  and  those  over  whom  he  exerted  pressure.  About  this  time 
the  Heringen  church  formed  a  parish  with  the  Kirberg  or  Mens- 
felden  congregations  nearby,  there  being  no  resident  pastor  in 
Heringen  until  1843. 

March  20,  1842  she  was  married  in  Heringen  to  Georg  Chris¬ 
tian  Lanz  of  Nauheim, 

Georg  Christian  Lanz  was  born  Depember  30,  1819,  in  Nau- 

heim,  in  the  Duchy  of  Nassau,  and  was  a  baker  by  trade. 

When  Mrs.  Eanz *  s  parents  cane  to  America,  in  1849  she  and  her 
family  came  with  them. 

The  church  records  in  Germany  which  were  sent  us  give  three 
children  Thorn  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  in  Germany  before  the  emi¬ 

gration,  but  it  seems  that  at  least  one  of  these  children  be¬ 
longs  to  another  Lanz  family,  and  another  mentioned  there  is 
not  Ten  own  to  the  American  family.  The  names  given  were  :

Another  record  taken  from  the  day  book  of  Johann  Christ. 
Conrad,  who  may  have  been  a  brother  or  other  relative  of  Maria 
Christiana  Scheid  Lanz’s  grandmother  Maria  Conradi  Scheid,  and 
who  was  clerk  of  the  village  of  Heringen  for  many  years,  con¬ 
tains  this  entry: 

"1849,  the  21st  of  April,  there  emigrated  from  here  to  Amer- 
ca , 

fl)  Johann  ’Wilhelm  Scheidt  -with  wife  and  7  chillren. 

With  them  emigrated  Christian  Lanz  with  four  children 
and  his  wife." 
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However,  the  family  in  America  knows  of  but  three  children 
toorn  in  Germany,  with  one  born  some  few  months  after  the  family 
arrived  in  America* 

The  American  record  gives  the  three  children  as: 

Maria  Christiana,  July  32,  1842 
Karl  (Charles)  ?  ,  1844 

Katherine  Karolina,  A^ril  26,  1846. 

Whether  Maria  Jakob ine  was  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  George  Christian 
Lanz  March  6,  1848  as  giTTen  in  the  German  records  is  the  fourth 
child  as  mentioned  in  the  village  clerk’s  day  book,  or  whether 
this  is  an  error,  cannot  be  determined,  N0  one  in  America  knows 
of  a  Maria  Jakobine. 

The  voyage  over  the  Atlantic  lasted  46  days,  part  of  it 
through  stormy  seas,  and  the  family  a rrived  in  New  York  tired 
and  sick.  George  &anz  was  a  man  of  good  nature,  of  jolly  dis¬ 
position,  able  to  make  the  best  of  adverse  circumstances  and 
situations.  The  story  is  related  that  as  the  train  which  the 
emigrants  had  taken  at  some  place  in  their  route  stopped  at  a 
certain  place,  his  sick  wife  asked  her  husband  to  get  her  and 
her  mother  each  a  cup  of  coffee.  He  ordered  three  cups  and  drank 
one  himself,  but  when  he  started  to  carry  the  other  two-  cups 
to  the  train,  the  owner  of  the  station  diner  would  not  permit 
it  since  the  train  might  leave  at  any  moment  and  the  cups  would 
not  be  returned.  When  George  Lanz  offered  to  pay  for  the  cups 
he  was  refused  because  the  diner  was  short  of  cups  and  could 
not  afford  to  lose  any.  So  he  drank  the  two  cups  empty  and 
returned  to  tell  the  story  to  his  family  as  a  good  joke  on  him¬ 
self,  but  much  to  the  disappointment  of  the  women  who  had  been 
anticipating  a  draught  of  that  favorite  German  exhilirating  bev¬ 
erage  . 

Not  being  a  farmer.  Hr.  Lanz  settled  with  his  family  in  San¬ 
dusky,  Ohio,  where  he  plied  his  trade  of  baking.  However,  he 
was  not  be  to  be  heic  very  long.  Sandusky  hod  been  terribly 
plagued  with  several  cholera  epidemics.  The  first  occurrred  in 
the  summer  of  1849,  lasted  68  days  and  claimed  nearly  4C0  vic¬ 
tims.  Half  the  population  of  atbout  4000  fled  in  panic  when  tte 
epidemic  was  at  its  height,  and  many. never  returned.  Burials 
were  made  every  day  until  men  could  not  be  found  to  do  the 
burying.  Sixty  victims  were  buried  at  one  time  in  a  trench  out 
in  the  country,  some  even  without  coffins  and  some  three  feet 
deep  on  top  of  each  other.  Business  men,  upon  becoming  sic1:, 
would  immediately  go  to  the  cabinet  maker,  order  their  coffins, 
and  then  return  home  to  die.  The  plague  returned  in  1852  and 
1854,  but  in  lighter  form.  It  ms  during  the  epidemic  of  1854 
that  George  Lanz  became  sick  and  died  the  same  day.  Sept.  4, 

1854,  leaving  his  widow  with  a  family  of  4  small  children. 

His  body  was  first  buried  in  the  potter's  field,  but  later  re¬ 
moved  to  a  grave  in  Oakland  cemetery  in  Sandusky. 

He  was  the  second  one  to  leave  his  wife  widowed  of  the  em¬ 
igrating  family  within  a  few  years  after  the  arrival  in  Amer¬ 
ica.  However,  these  pioneer  women  carried  on  and  made  their 
way  as  all  brave  widows  and  mothers  have’  ever  done.

LiUtUi  Christiana  Scheid  Lanz  was  married  the  second  time  to  Dan 
iel  'Hanlcammer  of  near  Honr oc ville,  Ohio.  Daniel  Hankammcr  was 
born  in  Germany  in  1809  and  ms  a  native  of  Heringen,  emigrat¬ 
ing  to  -America  in  1861,  a  widower  with  his  daughter  Wilhelmine 
who  was  to  become  the  grandmother  of  a  number  of  the  Scheid 
kin  through  marriages.  The  date  of  this  marriage  is  not  known 
but  shortly  after  Mr.  Hanlcammer' s  arrival  in  America  in  1861. 

The  -‘■ontiac  church  records  state  that  Christiana  Hankammer 
was  godmother  with  the  parents  at  the  bant  ism  of  little  Johann 
"Vilhelm  Scheid,  first  son  of  Jakob  and  Barbara  Scheid  of  Pon¬ 
tiac,  Ohio,  in  the  year  1861. 

And  on  Augu  t  6,  1862,  a  quitclaim  deed  from  Jane  Hankanmer 
and  others  ,  records  the  transfer  of  the  old  Scheid  home  farm 
in  Pontiac  to  Johann  Wilhelm  Sc’  eid.  Included  among  the  names 
of  the  other  heirs  to  this  farm  is  Daniel  Hankammer' s,  Jane 
Hankammer’ s  husband. 

This  marriage  however  was  not  a  haopy  one,  and  the  couple 
separated.  Two  strong  personalities  did  nob  find  it  possible 
to  make  the  necessary  adjustments  in  married  life.  Christiana 
Lanz ' s  brother  Johann  Wilhelm  Scheid  of  Pontiac  had  foreseen 
this  and  advised  the  prospective  bridegroom  against  the  mar¬ 
riage,  but  to  no  avail. 

After  her  first  husband's  death  Christiana  Lanz  managed  to 
roar  her  family  and  did  general  housework  for  others  to  aid 
herself  in  their  supeort .  At  the  os&brcak  of  the  Civil  War  she 
was  conducting  a  boarding  house  and  bakery  at  1017  Market  St. 
in  the  city  of  Sandusky,  and  previous  to  the  departure  of  the 
soldiers  she  entertained  many  of  the  boys  in  blue  and  gladly 
welcomed  home  those  who  were  fortunate  enough  to  return  at  the 
close  of  hostilities  in  1865. 

In  later  years  she  lived  with  her  son  Charles  in  Toledo, 
Ohio,  but  made  frequent  trips  back  to  Sandusky  or  Pontiac  to 
visit  with,  relatives  and  friends.  To  thc-Pontiac  relatives 
as  long  as  they  spoke  German  she  was  known. as  "Die  Lanze  Baas" 
(The  Lanz  Aunt),  and  later  in  bnglish  as  "Aunt  Jane." 

She  loved  to  travel  and  visit  and  was.  known  as  "Grandma" 
to  all  the  conductors  on  the  New  York  Central  Railroad  and 
the  Lake  Shore  EloCtric  Railway,  who  gave  her  every  attention 
and  assistance • 

She  was  a  tall  womaan  of  large  physiouc  and  commanding  ap¬ 
pearance.  Of  domineering  spirit  and  of  strong  temper  •when 
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aroused,  she  yet  possess  ed  a  big  heart  for  those  she  loved  and 
made  a  host  of  friends  by  whom  she  was  respected  and  loved. 

Her  grandchildren  remenber  her  sitting  and  rocking  while 
singing  the  old  church  hymns  in  a  sing-song  voice.  She  spent 
much  timo  in  her  older  age  reading  her  ®ible.  She  had  a  habit 
when  finishing  her  Bible  reading  of  leaning  back  in  her  chair 
and  throwing  top  her  hands  and  sneaking  this  German  prayer: 

"Ach,  Gott ,  Mach  mich  fromm, 

Dass  ich  zn  dir  in  HiWlel  komm." 

(Oh,  God,  make  me  fromm  (pious  or  godly) 

That  1  may  to  you  in  hcavon  como . ) 

The  younger  generations  along  with  her  children  marvel  over 
this  pioneer  mother's  courage -and  fortitude  through  all  the 
trials  and -tribulations  she  experienced  almost  from  tho  moment 
she  arrived  in  tho  new  country.  But  it  is  such  women  and  men 
who  have  created  the  true  spirit  of  America,  that  spirit  which 
still  abides  in  greater  or  lesser  degree  in  her  descendants. 

She  diod  in  the  home  of  her  son  Charles  Lanz  in  Toledo, 

Ohio  at  tho  age  of  88,  about  the  year  1908,  and  is  buried  in 
that  city.

CARL  HEINZEN  STUBIG, 

the  eighth  child  and  the  sixth  son  of  Kath¬ 

erine  Kar oline  Lanz  Stubig  ahd  her  husband 
Christian  Stubig,  was  born  Oct.  5,  1881,  in  Sandusky,  °hio. 

He  acquired  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  the  city. 

He  then  entered  newspaper  work.  After  a  career  that  includ¬ 
ed  positions  with  newspapers  in  Albany,  Troy  and  Schnoctady, 

N .  Y.  (here  ho  also  attended  law  school  for  some  time),  and' 
London,  Ontario  as  woll  as  in  Edmonton  and  Galgary,  Alberta, 

Carl  Stubig  returned  to  Sandusky  in  1914  and  for  a  short  time 
wa s  associated  with  the  Star-Journal. 

Not  long  after  this  ho  entered  the’  arena  of  Sandusky  poli¬ 
tics,  becoming  a  candidate  in  the  ■nrimary  camoaign  for  the  Re- 
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oublican  nomination  for  mayor,  in  which  he  was  defeated  by 
Charles  F.  Mischlcr,  Between  the  years  1915  and  1919  he  became 
a  power  in  the  political  life  of the  city,  playing  a  major  role 
in  the  turbulent  situations  precipitated  by  the  issues  involved. 

When  the  campaign  on  the  issue  of  drafting  a  new  charter 
for  the  city  of  Sandusky  became  intense  in  1914,  he  took  sides 
with  those  opposed  to  the  change,  and  conducted  a  sneaking  Cam¬ 
paign  against  the  proposal.  After  the  chartor  was  adopted,  he 
was  one  of  27  candidates  who  sought  the  five  places  on  the  first 
City  Commission,  and  after  a  campaign  that  has  scarcely  been 
equaled  in  the  city  for  bitterness,  he  was  elected,  receiving 
a  majority  voto  despite  the  large  number  of  candidates.  He 
took  office  Jan.  1,  1916,  and  served  until  Nov.  13,  1918,  when 
he  resigned. 

In  the  meantime  ho  established  Stubig' s  Weekly,  a  publica¬ 
tion  which  for  a  time  created  something  of  a  furor,  and  which 
suspended  publication  in  1918,  and  in  which  he  gave  expression 
to  his  views  in  a  manner  that  attracted  much  attention  and  en¬ 
gendered  much  controversy. 

He  then  left  Sandusky  and  became  court  house  reporter  for 
the  Micron  Tines,  Akron,  Ohio.  Then  he  wont  with  the  Goodyear 
Tire  and  Rubber  Company  as  a  member  of  its  publicity  depart¬ 
ment,  ^or  a  time  he  had  charge  of  that  company’s  Dallas,  Toxas 
branch. 

Reentering  newspaper  work  as  a  member  of  the  A^ron  Beacon' 
Journal  staff,  he  soon  became  secretary  to  Charles  L.  Knight, 
publisher  of  that  paper  and  member  of  Congress.  After  ur, 

Knight  retired  from  Congress,  Carl  Stubig  again  went  with  the 
Beacon  Journal  and  at  the  tine  of  his  death  'was  one  of  its 
special  advertising  representatives. 

A  member  of  the  Masonic  order,  he  was  especially  a ctivc  in 
the  affairs  of  the  Masonic  Club  of  Akron  and  of  Tadmoor  Temple, 
Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine.  He  had  served  the  club  as  pres¬ 
ident  during  1929.  He  was  planning  on  a  European  trip  with 
the  club  members  during  that  summer  and  had  already  made  ar¬ 
rangements  for  his  leave  of  absence.  (Prior  to  this  tine  he 
had  already  made  a  visit  to  Europe  and  visited  the  birth 
places  of  the  family,  bringing  back  many  pictures  of  the  old 
homos  ,  etc.) 

But  on  the  evening  of  May  3,  1930,  Carl  Stubig,  who  is 
said  to  have  had  as  wide  a  circle  of  friends  as  any  man  in 
Akron,  suddenly  died.  He  had  been  playing  with  his  13 -year- 
old  step-daughter,  Jane,  in  the  living  room  of  the  home  when 
he  suddenly  remarked:  ”X  need  some  air.”  "walked  to  the 

door  and  fell  dead  as  ho  threw  it  open.  He  had  during  the  past 
few  days  remarked  to  his  family  that  he  had  some  difficulty 
in  breathing. 

Carl  Stubig  was  married  in  1928  to  Mrs.  Rao  Anthony  Hess  of 
Marion,  Ohio,  the  mother  of  two  children. 

His  funeral  services  were  held  at  St.  Paul’s  Episcopal  church 
in  Akron  and  the  body  was  brought  to  Sandusky  and  laid  to  rest 
in  Oakland  cemetery.  The  Saturday  Beacon  Journal  carried  an  cd- 
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itorial  with  the  caption  "Carl"  in  which  eloquent  tribute  vras 
paid  to  him  by  his  associates* 

Carl  Stubig  was  a  member  of  Co.  B. ,  Ohio  National  Guard. 

Hg  was  short  in  stature,  a  blonde,  and  of  very  aggressive 
temperament.

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THE  OLD  CHURCH  AT  PONTIAC 
and  its  Founder  and  Pastors 


PASTOR  WILLIAM  SCHMOGROW,  always  remembered,  loved  and  revered 
as  a  faithful  and  powerful  proachor  and  a  true  father  of  his 
people  .  by  the  older  members  of  the  Scheid  family,  '  was  a  man 
of  gigantic  stature,  both  physically  and  spiritually,  like  ‘‘a 
mountain  among  his  people.” 

He  vns  born  in  Kcttleus,  Gormany#  July  18,  1817  Ho  studied 
theology  in  Berlin,  and  later  in  Gettysburg  seminary  in  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  having  come  to  America  in  1849,  and  serving  a  congre¬ 
gation  in  Hagerstown,  Indiana.  Ho  was  ordained  to  the  ministry 
in  1852  and  founded  Bethlehem  Lutheran  church  in  Richmond,  Va. 
in  this  year. 

He  came  west  to  Now  Washington,  Ohio  in  1855  and  did  pioneer 
work  in  Seneca  and  Huron  counties.  Ho  lived  at  North  Liberty, 
Crawford  county,  Ohio,  where  he  served  Nazareth  Lutheran 
church.  From  this  center  he  also  served  Bethlehem  church  at 
Caroline  near  Attica,  Ohio  in  Seneca  county,  and  Zion  church 
at  Richmond,  near  Willard,  Ohio,  in  Huron  county. 

He  preached  to  the  Germans  at  ^ontiae,  Ohio,  during  thb 
soring  of  1859  in  a  schoolhouse,  and  on  his  42nd  birthday, 

July  18,  1859,  founded  the  German  Evangelical  Lutheran  St. 

Jeter  Congregation  at  Pontiac.  He  served  here  15  years.  He 
was  married  three  times,  burying  his  second  wife  Friederike 
V/ilhelmine  Aurora  Schmogrow  in  the  Pontiac  cemetery.  In  1874 
he  went  to  Zion  church  at  St.  Marys,  Ohio,  and  died  there  in 
1879.  It  is  said  that  the  young  people  of  this  congregation 
keep  his  grave  green  to  this  day. 

After  moving  from  North  Liberty  to  Pontiac,  ho  lived  in  a 
home  on  the  Philipp  Bochler  farm,  which  was  later  the  William 
Bochlcr  home,  now  owned  by  Clarence  Ruffing. 

While  at  Pontiac,  he  severed  his  connections  with  some  of 
his  other  congregations  and  became  the  pastor  also  at  St. 

John’s  of  Union  Corners,  Erie  county,  Ohio,  and  of  the  old 
German  St.  Paul's  of  Norwalk,  now  for  some  years  abandoned 
by  the  Lutherans  and  at  ere sent  owned  by  the  Baptists* 

Pastor  Schmogrow  started  preaching  in  a  schoolhouse  on  the 
Pontiac— lonroevi lie  road,  now  Route  99,  located  on  the  west 
side  of  the  road  across  from  the  present  Norman  Overmycr  and 
Harley  Krause  residences.  Later  he  preached  and  lectured  on 
the  Confessions  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  the  Pontiac  school- 
house  about  a  mile  south  of  Pontiac,  located  on  the  oast  side 
of  the  road  near  Beck’s  Corners.  This  building  is  now  the  home 
of  Allen  Broud. 

On  Londay  forenoon,  at  10  o’clock,  July  18,  1859,  30  members 
signed  the  articles  of  organization  in  the  Pontiac  schoolhouse. 
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July  30,  the  congregation  accoptod  tho  offer  of  Anton  Scheid 
of  the  plot  upon  which  to  build  their  now  church. 

July  31,  the  first  church  council  was  elected  and  Pastor 
Schmogrow  duly  callod  as  pastor. 

August  27  the  congregation* s constitution  was  adopted. 

Oct.  3  the  cornerstone  of  the  new  church  was  laid. 

June  8,  I860,  the  new  church  was  dedicated. 

The  entire  cost  of  the  building  w  as  $959.89. 

It  was  a  frame  church  24  by  40  feet  and  16  feet  high.  It  was 
built  with  abalcony  in  the  rear  and  a  4  by  5  foot  latticed  sac¬ 
risty  in  the  right  front  corner.  There  were  three  square  win¬ 
dows  on  each  side.  It  was  built  of  pine  wood  with  ash  floor. 

In  other  words,  it  .was  the  present  church  without  the  vestibule 
and  soiro,  and  without  the  transepts,  altar  apse,  sacristy, 
organ  room  and  basement. 

A  high  pulpit  stood  in  tho  front  center  of  the  church 
reached  by  a  number  of  steos,  in  front  of  which  stood  an  al¬ 
most  sqnuare  rectangular  altar--this  altar  inlater  yearsused 
as  a  table  in  the  sacristy,  and  now  placed  in  the  basement  of 
the  church.  A  melodian  stood  in  the  left  front  corner  of  the 
church,  all  this  furniture  upon  a  platform  that  reached  across 
the  entire  front  of  the  building. 

’.Then  tho  first  parochial  school  was  started  in  18o3,  before 
a  schoolhousc  was  procured,  schoi  benches  for  the  pupils  to 
sit  upon  were  placed,  on  each  side  of  the  pulpit. 

The  cemetery  was  laid  out  in  triangular  form  west  of  the 
church,  but  later  squared  up  with  the  addition  of  more  l.and 
purchased  from  Charles  Scheid. 

In  1866  a  drinkery  and  store  at  Pontiac  station  w  as  pur¬ 
chased  and  moved  to  the  oast  side  of  the  church  lot  and  remod¬ 
eled  for  a  school. 

In  1864  the  pastor's  salary  was  $300.00,  plus  ,.-45.00  for 
teacher  salary,  and  free  fire  wood. 

After  Pastor  Schmogrow' s  departure  Pastor  Bucchlor  of  Belle¬ 
vue,  Ohio,  served  in  the  interim  until  Rcv./^guat  C .  Ulrich 
came  inl874.  He  served  Pontiac  and  Union  Corners. 

In  1882  the  church  was  enlarged  in  cruciform  style,  the 
seuaro  windows  were  pointed  in  Gothic  style  with  colored  glass 
rcnlacing  the  plain  glass,  a  new  puloit  with  canopy  sounding 
board  was  installed,  with  sacristy,  vestibule,  steeple,  etc.  at 
a  cost  of  ,?2130.85. 

lastor  Ulrich  resigned  in  1889  after  15  years  service,  re¬ 
maining  with,  the  Norwalk  congregation  which  he  also  served. 

During  the-  six  months’  int  rim  Pa stors  Author,  Dornbircr, 
Harter,  Bauman  and  Vogelsang  served  the.  congregation. 

In  1890  Pastor  Frederick  j.  Schulz  of  Philo,  Illinois  was 
cplled,  Hc  lived  at  first  in  the  Jacob  Scheid  "Riedy"  house, 
later  in  the-  present  Ralph  Scheid  home,  and.  still  later  in 
the  Schug  home  near  Monroe villc.  Ho  served  until  1898,  and 
went  to  the  state  of  Delaware,  later  returning  to  Ohio  to 
serve  congregations,  and  died  in  retirement  in  Clyde,  Ohio.

A  new  organ  -was  purchased  in  1896  for  $  125. 00  with  the  old 
organ  thrown  in. 

The  interim  pastor  now  was  Rev.  Walter  E .  Schuettc  of  Belle¬ 
vue,  Ohio. 

Rev.  William  F.  Rose  of  Pomeroy,  Ohio,  was  the  next  minister 
in  1899  for  Pontiac  and  Union  Corners,  the  two  congregations 
each  paying  him  $250.00  per  year,  with  Pontiac  paying  an  ad¬ 
ditional  $50.00  for  teacher  salary,  tho  pastor  to  teach  two 
half  days  each  week  for  four  summer  months.  Ho  lived  in  Nor¬ 
walk,  Ohio. 

Pastor  Rose  also  started  serving  the  "Prairie  church"  in 
Groton  township,  ^t,  John’s.  He  began  afternoon  or  evening 
English  services  during  the  summer  months.  During  this  time 
he  preached  the  same  sermon,  first  in  Gorman  and  then  in  Eng¬ 
lish,  at  most  funerals. 

In  1901  a  new  English  congregation  was  organized  in  Norwalk, 
by  Rev.  0.  T.  F.  Trcsael,  St.  Peter's. 

In'  19^5  Pastor  Rose  was  called  to  $t.  John’  s  church  in  Fre¬ 
mont,  Qtiio,  serving  there  until  his  retirement  in  ^otreit, 
Michigan. 

Rev.  Henry  J.  Sutter  served  from  1906. 

In  190?  he  was  called  to  the  N orwa Ik  congregation,  when 
Norwalk  and  Pontiac  formed  a  now  parish,  and  Union  Corners 
forming  a  new  parish  with  Huron. 

In  1908  a  Luther  League  was  organized. 

In  1909  a  now  organ  was  purchased  for  $400.00  plus  the  old 
organ. 

In  1911,  new  a^t  glass  windows  were  installed  for  1)410,00 
and  a  stool  ceiling  for  $110.00. 

In  1911,  a  belatod  fiftieth  anniversary  colobration  was 
held. 

-J-n  1912,  the  parochial  schoolwas  closed. 

In  1913  Pastor  Sutter  was  called  to  St.  .Clair,  Mich,  and 
in  1916  he  died  in  the  State  Hospital  in  Toledo,  Ohio,  follow¬ 
ing  a  disease  of  the  brain. 

In  1914  Rev*  Carl  F.  Mittler  of  Clyde,  Ohio,  became  pastor. 

During  tho  same  year  the  first  permanent  Sunday  school  -was 
organized. 

In  1915  a  parsonage  was  purchased  in  Norwalk  by  the  Pontiac- 
Norwalk  parish. 

During  the  same  year  the  Woman’s  Missionary  Society  was  or- 
ganiaed. 

In  1916  a  furnace  was  installed  in  the  church. 

In  1918-19  ^  Alfred  Scheid  was  the  only  member  of  the  congre¬ 
gation  in  World  War  I. 

During  the  same  perio'i  German  language  services  were  dis¬ 
continued  due  to  the  anti-Gorman  war  hysteria  of  those  days. 

In  1919  new  pews  wore  purchased  by  the  Luther  League  for 
the  church. 

In  192 0  a  new  congregation.  Trinity,  of  Monroeville  was  or¬ 
ganized,  with  a  number  of  Pontiac  members  transferred  to  it, 
and  with  Rev.  Mittler  as  castor. 
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Norwalk  than  called  its  own  pastor.  Rev.  Carl  C.  Wannamaker 
of  Capital  University,  and  Pontiac  and  Monroeville  formed  a  new 
parish. 

Later  in  the  year  Pastor  Mitt] or  was  called  to  West  Alexan¬ 
dria,  Ohio,  and  still  later  to  Dayton,  Ohio,  where  he 'died. 

In  1921,  Pastor  Jacob  Bernard  Souse  of  Fowlervi  lie ,  Mich.' 
became  pastor  of  the  Pont iac-Monroevi lie  parish.  The  Norwalk, 
Ohio,  congregation  purchased  the  parish  parsonage  and  the  new 
Pont iac-Monroovi lie  parish  purchased  a  new  one  in  Monroeville. 

In  1923  Pastor  Sause  was  called  to  St.  Jacob's  congregation 
at  Anna,  Ohio.  Later  he  served  Bethany  church  in  Pittsburgh, 
(dormont )  Pa.  He  was  an  ariry  chaplain  in  an  Indiana  camp 
hospital  during  World  War  II,  and  is  now  pastor  of  St.  John's 
in  Pittsburgh. 

During  the  nine-month  interim  the  parish  was  served  by 
students  and  professors  from  Capital  University,  with  Rev.  L. 

F.  Pertner  of  Columbus  Pike  doing  the  instructing. 

In  1  924  Rev.  Emil  William  Bensch  of  Capital  University,  and 
Graytown,  Ohio,  became  pastor. 

The  old  school  house  was  sold  to  Schcid  Brothers  for  a  gar¬ 
age  and  shop. 

In  1931  Paster  Bensch  was  called  to  Reading,  Ohio,  where  he 
still  serves  St.  Paul  s  church,  now  about  to  be  replaced  with 
a  new  i?  150, 000  church  and  parish  house. 

In  1931  Pastor  Irvin  Milton  Otto,  assistant  pastor  in  St. 
Paul’s  church  of  San  Antonio,  Texas,  became  the  now  minister. 

In  1931  the  Monroeville  bank  failure  occurred.  Considera¬ 
ble  benevolence  balance  held  until  60  per  cent  was  released 
and  the  remainder  liquidated.  About  87  per  cent  in  all  was 
finally  recovered. 

In  1934  Frank  A.  Knapp  of  Bellevue,  Ohio,  donated  a  new 
pipe  organ  to  St.  John's  church  there  and  donated  the  old  or¬ 
gan  of  St,  John's  to  the  Pontiac  church. 

In  this  year  also  the  seventy-fifth  anniversary  of  the  con¬ 
gregation  was  celebrated  with  several  services  and  an  evening 
memorial  service  in  the  church  cemetery. 

In  1937  Pastor  ^tto  was  called  to  nr.  ^sion  supervisor  for 
the  uibhigan  district  an1  was  located  in  Detroit.  I^ter  he 
■was  pastor  of  Grace  church  in  Saginaw,  Michigan,  and  still 
later  demitted  the  ministry. 

In  1937  Rev.  Edwin  Edward  Frange  of  Lancaster,  Ohio  be¬ 
came  the  pastor. 

In  1945  Pastor  Praneo  was  called  to  St.  Paul's  church  of 
Berea,  Ohio,  whore  he  died  suddenly  Aug.  4,  1952 

In  1945  Pastor  Raloh  Montgomery  Ground  of  Eaton,  Ohio,  be¬ 
came  pastor  serving  up  t o  the  present  time. 

In  1950  a  basement  was  installed  under  the  church. 

This  is  the  church  of  our  first  American  grandmother  and 
her  children,  the  grandfather  dying  seven  years  before  the  con¬ 
gregation  came  into  existence.  In  its  cemetery  are  the  graves 
of  this  grandmother,  her  daughters  Elisabeth,  Emmy,  and  her 
sons  Wilhelm  and  Jakob.  The  grandfa'her  and  another  daughter 
Minnie  lie  in  the  Hunts  Corners  cemetery. 
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During  these  93  years  of  the  congregation’s  existence  it 
has  served  from  1200  to  1500  souls. 

For  93  years  the  Scheids  of  Pontiac  have  been  members  of 
St .Peter 1 s ' Lutherran  congregation  ,  and  aative  in  all  phases' 
of  its  work,  as  councilman,  committee  members,  choir  members, 
Sunday  school  teachers  and  officers.  Junior  Mission  Band  lead¬ 
ers  and  teachers,  Luther  League  officers.  Women’s  Missionary 
Society  officers,  and  district  and  national  church  convention 
delegates. 

Out  of  the  present ~ confirmed  membership  of  about  15 0  in 
this  rural  church,  still  holding  its  own,  45  bear  the  name 
SCHEID,  with  the  Herners  coming  next  with  17,  and  the  Schilds 
following  with  12--plus  several  more  Scheids  who  have 
by  marriage  changed  their  names, 

A  number  of  displaced  persons  brought  over  from  Eurooe " 
are  also  members  of  this  congregation  at  the  present  time. 

This  congregation  is  the  spiritual  mother  of  all  the 
Scheids  now  scattered  throughout  the  United  States,  with  the 
execution  of  the  ^anz  family  which  settled  in  Sandusky  at 
the  beginning  of  its  American  history. 
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MEMORIES  OF  PONTIAC  STATION. 

Pontiac  Station  was  for  many  ears  a  watering  place  for  the 
engines  of  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad.  A  deep  well  there  re¬ 
freshed  the  thirst  of  the  steam  engines  that  drew  the  passenger 
and  freight  trains  back  and  forth  from  Sandusky  to  Newark,  Ohio. 

Between  the  tracks  and  Route  99  stood  the  station  house  with 
a  large  room  used  as  a  waiting  room  for  passengers.  The  rest  cf 
the  house  was  occupied  by  the  station  keepers.  The  only  family 
this  writer  remembers  who  lived  there  was  the  O'Neil  family, 
consisting  of  John  O'Niel  and  his  wife,  Mary,  a  motherly,  bust- 
oing  big-hearted  Irish  woman  always  bubbling  over  with  friend¬ 
liness  and  solicitude  in  her  native  Irish  brogue. 

John  O'Neil  was  the  section  boss  for  the  B  &  0  from  a  spot 
beteen  Havana  and  Pontiac  to  a  snot  between  Pontiac  and. Monroe¬ 
ville  .  helpers  were  mostly  his  own  sons,  Patrick,  James, 

John  and  Edward.  Three  daughters  belonged  to  the  family, --Nellie 
much  like  her  mother,  Mary  or  "Mamie"  who  in  adult  life  lost  her 
mind,  and  Katie,  a  very  pretty  girl  whose  "Irish  eyes"  already 
in  school  days  set  puppy-lovers'  hearts  aflutter;  and  who, 
after  the  family  moved  to  Newark,  Ohio,  died  there  unmarried 
with  some  disease  of  the  brain. 

Before  this  time  there  were  Murphys  and  Duffys  going  to 
school  at  Pontiac,  concerning  whom  rough-house  stories  were 
told,  such  as  their  trying  to  stick  the  school  teacher  into 
the  large  wood  stove  in  the  school.  Their  parents  were  like¬ 
ly  section  hands  also  and  lived  either  in  the  station  house 
or  nearby. 

The  house  stood  at  the  point  of  a  long,  narrow  triangular 
niece  of  land  owned  by  the  B  A  0,  starting  where  the  church 
road  branches  off  Route  99,  and  spreading  out  wider  for  some 
distance  north.  At  the  wider  end  of  this  plot  stood  a  small 
cottage  occupied  by  a  relative  of  the  O'Neils,  Johnnie  Carroll 
and  his  wife.  This  lady  was  also  insane  at  periods  and  at 
tires  became  violent  and  would  shout  and  scold  so  that  she 
could  be  heard  a  mile  or  more  away.  We  cnildrcn  would  pass 
the  place  with  bated  breath,  even  when  riding  in  a  buggy  or 
wagon. 

This  land  -ms  under  cultivation  by  these  two  families,  but 
the  O’Neils  kept  from  three  to  six  cows  which  they  had  to  pas¬ 
ture  upon  the  highways,  keeping  the  road  sides  clean  for  the 
township  free  of  charge.  This  writer  has  a  special  reason  to 
remember  ’  and  bless  Mother  O’Neil  for  a  grand  deed  of  kindness 
she  performed  for  him  when  he  was  about  nine  years  old.  He 
had  been  sticken  with  typhoid  fever  and  for  two  weeks,  of  this 
period  lay  in  a  stupor,  with  his  rarents  despairing  of  his  life. 
IThile  convalescing  his  doctor  ordered  him  to  live  on  rich  milk 
for  weeks.  And  the  cows  on  tho  August  Schel%^were  all  "dry1. 

But  Mother  O'Neil  came  to  the  rescue  and  daily  sent  buckets  of 
actual  "golden  rich"  milk  to  the  house  as  long  as  it  was  needed. 

The  boys  of  tho  family  .also  when  younger  were  employed  on 
farms  in  the  vicinity,  and  Nellie  at  one  time  worked  for  Mrs. 
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August ' Scheid  in  the  hone.  These  good  people  finally  moved  to 
Newark,  Ohio,  where  they  owned  a  large  beautiful  home  and  where 
they  loved  to  entertain  Pontiac  friends  who  came  down  to  visit 
them.  After  they  left  Pontiac,  renters  occupied  the  house* 

In  the  waiting  room  of  this  house  country  square  dances 
were  held  now  and  then,  and  other  parties  also,  for  the  young 
people  of  the  neighborhood  and  friends  of  the  family.  And 
woe  to  the  young  fellow  whose  shoe  soles  had  worn  through' 
and  he  found  himself  with  slivers  in  the  soles  of  his  feet, 
as  he  scraped  them  over  the  floor  which  was  made  of  very  rough 
boards  and  which  sometimes  were  also  quite  s livery. 

Across  the  tracks  was  a  hand-car  house  used  by  the  section 
men,  and  tall  water  house.  Later,  some  distance  in  front  of 
tho  house,  the  ”  Armstrong  Elevator  and  Milling  Company  of  Mon¬ 
roeville  built  a  small  scale  house  where  grain,  hay  and  straw, 
and  sometimes  hogs  were  loaded  for  shipment. 

For  some  years  now  everything  has  been  removed  from  this 
spot,  and  there  remains  nothing  but  a  memory  of  a  little  com¬ 
munity  center  that  well  served  its  purpose  in  its  day. 

In  those  old  days  the  B  &  OR,  R,  was  a  very,  very  busy 
pas  b  enger  and  freight  road,  connecting  with  the  east  and  west 
railroads  at  Sandusky  on  Lake  Erie ;  with  the  Wheeling  and  Lake 
Erie  R.  R,  and  the  New  York  Central  R.R.  and  the  Lake  Shore 
Electric  Railway  at  Monroeville,'  with  the  B  &  0  at  Willard, ' 
and  on  through  to  Newark,  Chin,  Long  trains  of  coal,  cattle, 
grain,  iron,  etc,  constantly  passed  over  its  tracks.  At  one 
tine  half  a  dozen  passenger  trains  a  day  were  running  over  it, 
and  on  summer  Sundays  and  special  days  as  many  as  ten  to  fif¬ 
teen  long  excursion  trains,  sometimes  faith  two  engines,  were 
run  to  the  Cedar  Point  lake  resort  at  Sandusky, 

Luring  the  winter  and  spring  months  when  the  frozen  or  mud 
roads  hindered  free  travel,  the  Pontiac  at at ion,  as  were  other 
stations  along  the  route,  was  used  by  country  people  for 'miles 
around  in  order  to  get  "to  town"  or  to  Sancius]<y s  Norwalk,  or 
Havana, 

For  some  years  all  passenger  traffic  has  been  disbanded 
and  only  minor  freight  traffic  goes  on  as  compared  to  years 
ago.  Recently,  due  to  the  more  aggressive  operation  of  Cedar 
Point,  excursions  drawn  by  Diesel  engines  are  again  making 
their  way  north  from  Newark  and  points  south. 

When  Route  99  was  widened  and  rebuilt  in  I960  the  entire 
topogtaphy  of  tho  station  spot  was  so  changed  and  almost  ob¬ 
literated,  together  with  the  land  south  of  it,  that  the  old- 
timer  now  looks  In  vain  for  even  a  reminder  of  the  old  famil¬ 
iar  place. 

Where  the  church  road  crosses  this  railroad  on  to  Route  99, 
the  parochial  school  boys  during  the  summer  months  ,  on  their 
way  home  from  school  delighted  to  lay  pins  or  nails  upon  tho 
tracks  and  stand  back  t o  watch  the  engine  and  car  wheels  flat¬ 
ten  them  out,  and  throw  them  aside,  and  then  dash  out  to  find 
thom  and  carry  them  home  a  s' trophies. 

The  old  landmark  is  gone,  but  its  memory  remains  with  those 
who  knew  it  and  loved  it. 
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THE  OLD.  GERMAN  SCHOOL  HOUSE  AT  PONTIAC 


Let  us  take  a  look  at  the  old  school  house  in  which  our  ear¬ 
ly  American  ancestry  received  its  German  and  religious  education. 

First  a  tavern,  then  a  religious  school--both  loved  and  hat¬ 
ed  by  those  who  spent  long  hours  in  it  and  studying  for  the 
next  day's  recitations  evenings  at  home,  and  perhaps  only 
much  later  in  life  appreciating  the  education  and  the  discipline 
acquired  there* 

The  old  church  records  show  that  the  St.  Peter's  Lutheran 
church  of  Pontiac  was  organized  in  1859  by  Pastor  William 
Schmogrow  who  had  come  over  from  Germany  some  years  before 
this  and  begun  work  in  this  section  of  Ohio. 

In  December,  1862,  a  parochial  school  was  authorized  to  be 
held  in  the  church  two  months  in  the  summer  until  a  school  house 
could  be  built,  to  begin  April  20,  1863,  and  Johann  Wilhelm 
Scheid,  son  of  the  first  American  grandfather,  was  chosen  to 
be  the  first  school  director* 

Sessions  were  held  in  the  old  church  as' it  was  before  the 
enlargement  with  the  transepts,  altar  aose,  sacristy  and  ves¬ 
tibule  and  steeple.  Jakob  Easterlin  was  hired  to  mate  the 
school  benches  for  $2.00  a  piece  and  they  were  placed  in  the 
front  of  the  church  on  both  sides  of  the  pulpit.  Here  Pastor 
Schmogrow  taught ' German,  catechism,  Bible  history,  singing, 
reading,  writing,  arhthmetic,  and  some  English  with  the  use 
of  a  word  book.  Bitzer  of  Havana  made  the  blackboard.  Child¬ 
ren  of  non-members  were  assessed  50  cents  each  for  their 
schooling,  but  children  of  poor  people  were  allowed  to  enter 
free . 

In  1866  the  offer  of  the  owner  of  a  drinking  dispensary  and 
store  at  ?ontiac  station  to  sell  his  building  to  the  church  was 
accepted.  This  building  with  its  wing  was  moved  to  the  plot 
at  the  right  side  of  the  church,  the  tract  purchased  from  An¬ 
ton  Scheid,  and  later  donated . 

The  main  part  of  the  building  was  set  upon  a  foundation 
for  a  school  house,  the  wing  was  cut  in  haly®s,  one  o art  at- 
t  arched  to  the  school  house  for  a  woodshed  and  the  other  half 
set  a  short  distance  back  for  the  use  of  the  pastor -teacher ’ s 
horse.  There  was  a  door  at  the  front  and  one  at  the  rear  — 
leading  into  the  shed.  Three  rows  of  double  seats  with  desks, 
five  in  a  row,  ran  from  the  rear  of  the  building  to  the  front. 

A  large  white  bench  for  recitation  purposes  sat  along  the 
wall  at  the  right.  In  the  right-hand  corner  upon  a  sturdy 
wooden  platform  stood  a  heavily  built  teacher’ s  desk.  Black¬ 
boards  lined  the  front  wall  and  part  of  the  side  walls.  A  tall 
wood  stove  stood  near  the  left  front  corner.  Shelves  for  dinner 
pails  and  a  small  table  for  the  drinking  water  pail  stood  in 
the  same  corner.  The  two  rear  seats  of  the  middle  row  -were 
backed  stools  on  iron  pedestals.  Comfortable  and  everybody 
wanted  to  sit  in  them. 

Father  Anton  Scheid  ms  elected  next  school  director  and 
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for  each  child  sent  to  school  its  parents  were  expected  to  pro¬ 
vide  " one-half  of  a  once -cut -in- two  piece  of  wood."  School 
troubles  developed  in  1864,  a  neighbor  having  made  evil  rumors 
and  reports  about  the  pastor.  It  was  then  resolved  that  strang 
children  be  dismissed  wherever  it  was  proved  that  their  parents 
were  carrying  themselves  in  an  unworty  manner  toward  the  con¬ 
gregation  and  the  pastor*  T^is -resolution  was  announced  three 
times  from  the  pulpit.  In  1866  the  congregation  voted  to  ac¬ 
cept  no  more  children  of  non-members*  Those  now  attending  to  ' 
be  allowed  to  continue  as  long  as  they  made  their  obligations, 
but  no  more  to  be  accepted*  During  these  early  years  several 
Catholic  families  also  sent  their  children  to  this  cchooi,  al¬ 
though  there  is  no  mention  in  the  records  that  any  of  these 
troubles  originated  with 'them  or  their  parents. 

Johann  Wilhelm  Scheid,  first  director  of  the  school,  kept 
the  following  account  of  the  cost  of  the  building  and  its  re¬ 


modeling#

A  list  of  21  members  follows,  showing  what  each  subscribed  for 
the  payment  of  this  bill,  ranging  from  2  to  12  dollars  each, 
and  totaling  -IMS. 00.  The  building  was  re-roofed  in' 1871, 

In  1874  Pastor  Schmogrow  was  called  to  St.  Marys,  Ohio,  and 
Henry  Flath  became  teachor  for  two  months.  Under  the  new  pas¬ 
tor,  August  C ,  Ulrich,  school  was  hold  only  throe  months 

and  the  children  were  to  attend  the  English  public  school  the 
rest  of  the  year,  and  therefore  the  teaching  of  English  here 
was  discontinued* 

Miss  Louise  Sutter,  a  sister  of  a  future  pastor  of  the  con¬ 
gregation  taught  in  1875.  Pastor  Ulrich  taught  in  1879.  Herr 
Meier  was  teacher  from  1879  to  1880.  Mathilda  Wehrmeister 
taught  in  1890-81.  Emma  Dornbirer  in  1885-1890,  when  Pastor 
Ulrich  resigned.  Emma  Sandmej  st^r  ms  the  teacher  from  1890. 

The  new  pastor.  Rev.  Frederick  Schulz,  taught  from  1891  to 
1898.  He  taught  four  months  each  summer, and  taught  arithmetic, 
geography,  reading, w riting,  s  polling  composition,  in  addition’ 
to  the  religious  subjects* 
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The  children  of  non-members  were  no  longer  permitted  to  at¬ 
tend  the  school  in  1887,  but  in  1888  again  allowed  by  paying 
each  vfl.50  per  month  in  advance  if  the  council  after  investi¬ 
gation  found  the  parents  worthy* 

Pastor  William  Rose  followod  Pastor  Schulz  in  1899  and 
taught  from  that  time  until  19^6  when  he  resigned  and  ^astor 
Henry  G.  Sutter  came.  In  19^5  an  enumeration  of  children  was 
made  to  see  if  school  should  be  kept,  and  also  to  investigate 
tho  condition  of  the  school  house  and  either  repair  it  or  build 
a  new  one.  In  1907  Katherine  Meyer,  a  member  of  the  congre¬ 
gation  and  an  old  public  school  teacher,  taught  the  school, 

I  n  1910  the  school  question  was  tabled  for  another  year.  Par¬ 
ents  and  children  no  longer  using  the  German  language  in  the 
home,  and  the  children  finding  it  difficult  to  learn  the  Ger¬ 
man,  it  was  thought  best  to  close  the  school.  A  Sunday  school 
was  authorized  inits  place  -with  Katherine  Meyer  as  leader.  But 
this  proposition  was  postponed  indefinitely. 

In  1911  a  record  is  found  of  a  teacher’s  salary,  but  $21,15 
was  also  paid  for  Sunday  school  books.  But  a  little  later 
in  the  year  three  months  of  school  was  again  authorized.  In 
1912  the  school  was  closed  because  so  few  children  wore  attend¬ 
ing,  In  1925  the  abandoned  school  house  was  sold  to  the  Scheid 
Brothers,  George,  Fred  and  -^loert,  sons  of  Jakob  Scheid,  and 
was  moved  to  the  rear  of  their  lawn  on  the  old  Jakob  Scheid 
homestead  and  remodeled  into  a  double  garage,  (Herr  Doerf- 
l  inger  is  also  mentioned  as  a  teacher  for  a  short  period,  but 
no  date  is  given,) 

In  the  days  when  this  writer  attended  tho  parochial  school, 
the  sessions  opened  with  songs  and  prayer,  Mi  various  times 
the  children  themselves  had  to  learn  a  prayer  to  offer,  each 
taking  his  turn.  Then  came  catechism,  then  Bible  history,  read¬ 
ing,  writing,  spelling,  written  c ompositions ,  a  little  arith¬ 
metic,  a  little  geography.  At  the  end  came  a  closing  song  and 
prayer,  and  the  closing  hymn  "Unsern  Eingang  segne  Gott,unsern 
Ausgang  gleichermassen.''  (God  bless  our  coming  in  and  our 
going  out)  Or  the  evening  hymn  "Mtlde  bin  ich,  geh’  zur  Ruh1' 
(Weary  now  I  go  to  rest),  a  favorite  of  all. 

The  written  compositions  were  very  simple  but  liked  by  most 
of  tho  pupils.  The  pastor  would  announce  the  subject,  such  as 
The  ^orse,  The  House,  The  apple.  The  Man,  ihe  Church,  etc. 

Then,  on  slates  we  would  write  sentences,  each  beginning  with 
tho  name  of  the  subject  of  the  composition.  The  Horse,  for  in¬ 
stance  had  four  legs,  two  ears,  two  eyes,  one  mouth,  one  tail, 
and  it  could  work,  and  run,  and  eat,  and  it  was  black,  or 
white,  or  brown,  etc.  There  were  two  favorite  words  we  used 
in  every  composition  because  they  were  long  and  took  up  snace 
and  helped  to  fill  in.  They  were  "Arboiten"  (work)  and  "Buch- 
stabieron"  (spell).  So,  whether  it  was  the  man,  the  horse, 
the  house,  the  apple,  or  whatever  it  was,  it  could  or  it  could 
not  "Arboiten"  or  "Buchstabieren."  But  those  compositions  were 
fun,  and  no  doubt  to  the  teacher  they  were  often  funny. 

During  the  recesses  and  noon  hours  popular  games  played  were 
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hide  and  seek,  tag,  baseball,  hopscotch  in  the  sandy  road  or 
the  finely  grave lod  church  yard — also  climbing  the  large  maple 
trees  before  the  church,  and  straddling  the  large  outspreading 
branches , 

From  this  school  house  the  confirmation  classes  marched  two 
by  two  behind  the  pastor  into  the  church  to  take  their  places 
in  special  chairs  brought  from  the  parlor  of  the  Charles  Scheid 
home  nearby,  set  before  the  chancel,  for  their  public  examina¬ 
tion  in  the  catechism  and  their  confirmation*  Those  examinations 
lasted  sometimes  two  and  more  hours, and  were  closely  followed 
by  parents  and  grandparents  and  relatives,  and  many  a  nervous 
catechumen  and  parent  breathed  a  sigh  of  relief  as  they  ended# 

This  parochial  school  begun  by  Pastor  Schmogr ow  served  God 
and  His  people  49  years,  and  this  old  converted  tavern  was  its 
home  46  years,  or  two  full  generations. 

It  is  related  that  Pastor  Schmogrow’ s  Christmas  celebrations 
with  nativity  scene  on  a  table  be  lew  and  decorated  with  candy, 
fruit  and  trinkets  was  loved  by  the  children  and  delighted  their 
parents.  Christmas  was  a  great  event  to  all. 

During  his  teaching  career every  Friday,  which  in  that 
time  was  catechism  day  all  day,  children  had  to  recite  and 
explain  the  Scripture  passage:  "By  grace  are  ye  saved  through 
faith,  and  that  not  of  your  so  Ives ;  it  is  the  gift  of  God;  not 
of  works,  lest  any  man  should  boast."  So  zealously  did  the 
old  pastor  drill  his  pupils  in  this  fundamental  Christian  doc¬ 
trine  of  salvation  by  Grace  through  faith,  that  one  of  his 
pupils  still  living  who  has  followed  the  American  Bible  So-  ' 
ciety’ s  schedule  of  Bible  roadings  for  every  day  of  the  year, 
wondered  why  the  selection  of  the  chapter  from  which  this  pas¬ 
sage  is  taken  ended  with  tho  preceding  verse .  He  believed  that 
this  verse  was  the  chief  one  in  the  entire  chapter,  and  could 
not  understand  why  the  reading  stopped  there  in  tho  Bible 
Society’s  schedule. 

The  old  church  melodian  was  used  both  in  the  church  and 
the  school  house,  and  ©very  Monday  morning  it  was  brought  from 
the  chur ch  to  the  school  house  and  every  Friday  evening  again 
returned. 

Memorization,  which  is  today  so  much  fr owned  upon  in  educa¬ 
tional  circles,  was  in  that  day  one  of  the  strong  features  of 
teaching  and  learning.  This  writer  is  still  a  firm  be liever  in

Not  succeeding  very  well  here  either,  they  sold  their  farm, 
which  is  notv  owned  by  John  Schlessman,  and  went  to  Sandusky, 
Ohio,  to  live,.
